According to William Jacobs, govern- 


ment appeals agont for Selective Service 
Board 101, which covers muny Northwest 
subtu'ban communities, several thousand 
area men with deferments imcl high num- 
bers will be thrown into next year's lotte- 
ry pool if they don't request 1-A classifi- 
cation by Dec. 31. 


Draft boards are almost certain not to 


call anyone with a number higher than 
195 this year, Jacobs said, and men with- 
out deferments who are not called most 
likely will never be drafted. 


However, men with deferments will be 


put in the eligible pool the year their de- 
ferments run out, and will be called up 
by their original lottery number, if draft 
boards go as high as their number that 
year, Jacobs said. 


TO AVOID being thrown into the eli- 


gible pool in some future year when 
draft calls could possibly reach higher 


nunbers than the estimated 195 for 1970. 
men with numbers higher than 195 this 
year who hold deferments should ask for 
reclassification, said Jacobs, a Des 
Plaines attorney. 


"If someone has a number less than 


195, it would not be advisable generally 
to request such a reclassification," he 
said. 


"Under the present lottery system, if 


you have a number like 175 and you have 
a 2-S (student deferment) running out 
nest year, your number will be placed at 
the same point as the people who have 


175 in the 1971 lottery. If they don't go 
that high next year, you won't be 
called," said Jacobs. 


On the other hand, he explained, a 


man with a lottery number of 200, for 
example, who has a deferment running 
out next year and does not ask for re- 
classification before Dec. 31, will be put 
in next year's pool at the same point as 
other eligible men with the number 200. 


IF THE LOTTERY reaches 200 next 


year, he will most likely be drafted, Ja- 
cobs said, but if he had asked to be re- 
classified to 1-A before Dec. 31, 1970, he 


would have been put in the 1970 pool and 
most likely not have been called, assum- 
ing this year's lottery does not go higher 
than expected. 


Draft registrants can be reclassified by 


writing a letter to their local draft 
boards, 'asking for 1-A classification, said 
Jacobs. 


According to Jacobs, the Selective Ser- 


vice System recently ruled "that any 
registrant who has a classification other 
than l*a may request classification to 
1-A status if their lottery number has not 
been reached during the same year they 
received the lottery number."

It was also an evening which produced 


about $1500 (there's more coming, too) to 
help Elk Grove High School move a step 
closer towards football lights. 


It began at 8 p.m., as Billy Williams 


flashed a V-sign to a group of "im- 
ported" Bleacher Bums who cheered him 
loudly, while in the background there 
was a record player blaring with "Base- 
ball, the Ail-American Game."

Panel Eyes Flood Problem 


In an efofrt to Improve storm water 


drainage In Elk Grove Village, the board 
of health yesterday began plans to tackle 
flooded areas in Centex Industrial Park, 


Maps of flooded areas provided by the 


Northwest Mosquito Abatement District 
were compared to a map showing the 
natural drainage areas for the village. 


"There is a discrepancy in what is sup- 


posed to bo natural drainage, and what 
is," Brother Ferdinand Lcyva said. 


By comparing the maps the board was 


attempting to determine which wot areas 
were natural and which were not, he 
said. 


The board IKIH decided to plan what 


can be done to change the situation, even 
though it said no action would be taken 
until spring. 


WILBUR MITCHELL, director of the 


Northwest Mosquito Abatement District, 


is-expected to be invited to the board 
meeting Jan. 13, to advise on what some 
of the worst flooding spots are, and how 
to approach the improvement, 


A l t h o u g h the maps showed dis- 


crepancies in the residential area of the 
village also, the board decided to concen- 
trate on the industrial park for a couple 
of reasons. 


Board members agreed the industrial 


area was the worst section, after com- 
paring the maps and touring the park to 
pinpoint the worst spots. 


Additionally, they contend much of the 


problem in residential areas would be 
solved or lessened by the Salt Creek Wa- 
tershed committee's retention plans. The 
plan is a five-year project to alleviate 
flooding along the creek. 


Mrs. Charles Brock, board secretary, 


said she thought many of the companies 


in the industrial park might not be aware 
of the problems, since the water was 
generally behind the plants and away 
from the entrances. 


ACCORDING TO Mrs. David Farley, 


board member, drainage ditches to 
handle the water are located In the prop- 
er areas, but there is no access to the 
ditch from the spots where the water has 
settled. 


She said possible solutions would be 


cleaning out the ditch and opening access 
ditches to the main ditches. 


In another area Barbara Watson, 


health inspection reported that rat bait 
had been placed In the Elk Grove Boule- 
vard drainage ditch. She said that the 
bait Was not poisonous to humans and 
requested residents keep children from 
removing the bait.

Dems Veto 
Backing Of 
Constitution 


Elk Grove Township Democrats this 


week voted not to endorse Illinois' pro- 
posed constitution that will be submitted 
to the voters in a state-wide referendum 
Tuesday. 


But Democratic Committeeman Ches- 


ter Chesney said the vote was not bind- 
ing and does not mean the organization 
will campaign against passage of the 
new document. 


Chesney said the vote on a motion to 


endorse the constitution was "very, very 
close" and added that disenchantment 
with the revenue and education articles 
caused the non-endorsement. 


The local party's position is at odds 


with the stand taken by the Democratic 
State Central Committee and by several 
other local Democratic units. 


CHICAGO MAYOR Richard J. Daley, 


head of the state central committee, has 
endorsed the constitution and has urged 
state Democrats to work for its passage. 


Democratic organizations in Wheeling 


and Palatine townships also have en- 
dorsed the new constitution. 


Despite its failure to endorse the entire 


constitution, the Elk Grove organization 
did take stands on three of the four sepa- 
rate proposals which, will accompany the 
constitutional ballot Tuesday. 


The group followed the state Demo- 


cratic stand favoring retention of cu- 
mulative voting and multi-member house 
of representatives districts, election of 
judges and lowering of the voting age in 
Illinois to 18. 


CHESNEY SAID the organization did 


not take a position on the proposed aboli- 
tion of the death penalty "because we 
felt it is a social and moral issue, rather 
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than a political question." 


He said the organization debated all 


the issues before taking a vote and that 
no pressure was exerted one way or the 
other. 


One of the reasons for the stand on the 


constitution, Chesney said, was that 
many of the organization members are 
union workers and the Illinois AFL-CIO 
and the Teamsters Union Are opposing 
the new charter. 


The Elk Grove Township Republican 


Organization has endorsed the con- 
stitution, as have GOP units in Wheeling 
and Schaumburg townships.

parcel post. 


The Post Office will only accept fourth 


class packages if they do not exceed 36 
inches in length, 60 inches in combined 
length and girth and 40 pounds in weight. 


Officials suggested that emergency 


shipments, such as drugs, be sent first 
class. 


The Post Office will continue to accept 


"SAM" packages intended for service- 
men overseas as long as they do not 
weigh more than five pounds.

Illiteracy Fight Herculean Task 


by V BA THAN 


RANGOON (UPI)—A voluntary force 


of teachers and students is righting illit- 
eracy among Burma's 28 million people. 


They face a Herculean task. The 1941 


census, the last complete population 
count mode In this Buddhist land, dis- 
closed that 63 per cent of the population 
could neither read nor write. 


Illiteracy among women was 83 per 


cent and among men 44 per cent, reflect- 
ing the nation's double standard in edu- 
cation. 


After World War II conditions im- 


proved, A partial census made in 1953 to 
1954 put the nation's illiteracy rate at 36 
per cent—30 per cent in the cities and 42 
per cent in rural areas. 


MORE RECENT studies made by the 


Ministry of Education say that illiteracy 
has been reduced to about 19 per cent in 
developed regions of Burma. But illiter- 
acy among women is about four times 
higher than among men, the ministry 
says. 


To 
solve 
this 
problem, Burma's 


revolutionary government is opening 
more schools for compulsory primary 
education and is carrying out voluntary 


literacy campaigns. 


Voluntary adult literacy classes are 


being taught by high school and univer- 
sity students, trainee teachers and other 
university personnel. 


The 
campaign 
to 
teach reading 


and writing is being carried out district 
by district. 


THE PILOT program was started last 


year in the Meik'ila district in central 
Burma. Classes lasting about two hours 
a day were held over 45 days for a total 
of 80 hours instruction. 


The government says that the average 


illiterate can learn to read and write in 
80 hours. 


Meiktila district claims that 65,900 of 


its 81,100 residents now are literate, a 
high percentage for Burma. The success 
in Meiktila has led to the establishment 
of intensive literacy campaigns in six 
more central Burmese districts. 


Burma needs more books and paper to 


carry out its literacy training. Help has 
been received from Britain, Australia, 
New 
Zealand, East Germany and 


UNESCO. 


Burma's goal: elimination of all Illiter- 


acy within five years.

the 14 former addicts residing in The 
London Phoenix House. Another half doz- 
en vroro expected shortly, bringing the 
total to 20, the maximum currently per- 
mitted by the government, 


On a recent visit, a reporter was told 


of plmis being formed to increase the 
number of members eventually to SO 
and the long range hope was to have an- 
other two or three Phoenix Houses in 
London within two years. 


As happened in New York, the neigh- 


bors surrounding London Phoenix House 
at first expressed some apprehension 
about the idea of so many onetime ad- 
dicts living in their midst. But a group of 
them recently formed a Phoenix House 
Association to aid the program in any 
way they can. 


The lifestyle of Phoenix House resi- 


dents is not easygoing. The dozen men 


and two women, who range in age from 
18 to 30, live under a stiff military regi- 
ment. 


All ore assigned household duties ex- 


tending from the kitahen to the reception 
desk and any departure from the house 
rules brings a swift reprimand. 


TWO MALE residents recently walked 


about with their heads shaven — one, ac. 
cording to McCabe, had been caught ly- 
ing; the other declined one day to make 
his bed. 


"There hasn't been one incident of vio- 


lence here," Yuson said. "They know 
they can walk out that door any. time 
they want to." 


Interspersed among the routine house- 


keeping activities are the group talk ses- 
sions at the heart of the program 
—largely unstructured, fireplace encoun- 
ters in which each member is forced to 
lay bare before his fellow residents his 
own emotions 
and 
thinking. 
Some 


sessions last as long as 48 hours. 


"They've broken down my fear of 


people, It's as simple as that," said 28- 
year-old John, who had been in the pro- 
gram for only three months. "To put it 
crudely, I used to think one had to bite 
people first before they bit you. Now, I 
trust." 
i 


It is still too early to measure the po- 


tential success of the Phoenix Housis pro- 
gram in London. Neither Yuson nor 
McCabe would speculate on whether they 
might be able to match or surpass the 
success rate of New York. And there are 
some problems. For one, the Americans 
admit to having difficulties sometimes in 
establishing an initial rapport with the 
British addict, although, Yuson said, "It 
usually ends up as only a problem with 
slang, getting the right words together." 


Yuson and McCabe aren't certain just 


how long they will remain in London. But 
they have set for themselves a goal: 
"What 
we're looking 
forward to," 


McCabe said, "is to produce the British 
ex-addict — and let him take it over 
from there."

Toxicology nt Indiana University Tues- 
day told Hit- Cook County Drug Educar 
tion Conference Hint tests have shown 
tlint, in research tests, marijuana im- 
pairs performance as much as alcohol. 


Dr. Hobort B, Forney told about 600 


teachers 
from public and non-public 


.schools in Cook County that performance 
is impaired nnd subjects are "demoti- 
vatud" by marijuana. 


"Some are just unconvinced to take the 


tests," said Forney. On the other hand, 
although persons who have consumed al- 
cohol may perform badly on tests, they 
ure aUvnys witling to take them, he said. 


HE ADDED THAT exposure to strong 


mnrljunnn reddens the eyes, can create 
a paranoia or depression, an increased 
heart rule, nnd, in some individual cases, 
hallucinations can occur. 


Forney stressed that one of the prob- 


lems with possible legalization of mari- 
juana is that standards would have to be 
set for the type of marijuana legalized. 


He added that American marijuana is 


weak in comparison to such types as 
"Acapulco Gold" which is grown in Mex- 
ico. 


Legalization of marijuana might be 


considered, he said, after penalties for 
use have been eased and after three or 
four years of study of the effects of the 
drug. Forney Is concerned that too little 
is known about the drug today. 


A TEACHER ASKED why the drug 


was illegal in many countries, but alco- 
hol was generally legal. Forney specula- 
ted that, in some countries, the drug 
tends to reduce motivation for agricul-

And while toys 
art- for kids, the toy industry is n multi- 
billion dollar business. 


In fact, toy sales this year are ex- 


pected to top $3 billion. An nil time high. 


SAI.KS OF I'l.AYTIIlNOS last year 


went over $2 billion, up almost 12 per 
cent over the previous year. It took the 
toy industry 250 years to lilt the billion 
dollar mark, but only seven years later 
to double it, In tt»9. 


Industry spokesmen expect the trend 


to continue through tho 70s. Although the 
sale of many itoms ims slowed as the 
economy cools, manufacturers sny that 
even during a recession toys continue to 
sell relatively well, 


In spite of this, however, parents are 


putting some brakes on the toy counter 
this Christmas. 


Here in the Northwest suburbs retail- 


ers report toy sales aren't ns good as in 
previous years, probably due to the tight 
money market. 


But sales are still considered good and 


the toy market is again flooded with new 
ideas for Christmas 1070. 


Sales clerks at Randhurst say there is 


no really "outstanding toy" this year. 


ONE CLERK SAID, "It's been a funny 


year for toys. In past years there are 
usually a few standouts, but there hasn't 
been this year." 


Clerks and parents differed in rating 


how effective TV advertising lias been 
this year. 


One mother said, "Anything that's ad- 


vertised on TV my kids want for Christ- 
mas. TV advertising sells toys, especial- 
ly if It's on a kid's program. The kids see 
It and tell their parents," 


On the other hand, a clerk at Topp's in 


Roiling Meadows said TV has helped 
push certain toys this yenr, but she 
didn't think it's been as effective as in 
previous years. 


There is n trend now away from bat- 


tery operated toys. There are still many 
on the market, but not quite as many as 
last year, 


"YOUNG CHILDREN can't concen-

A good toy has three functions: to 


please, to entertain and to educate the 
child. Too often games that look like fun 
on TV are played once and then placed 
forever in a drawer.

There are the bedtime toys, such as 


cuddly teddy bears which are good to 
touch and squeeze; manipulative toys 
such as model ships, cars and planes 
which a child can build; action toys in-

One complaint against toy manufac- 


turers is that they have such good imagi- 
nations in building toys that they leave 
little for the child to imagine. 


Guns and war toys are being phased 


out. They are still on the market, but not 
as much as in previous years. And clas- 
sic games such as Monopoly, Careers 
and Scrabble are still doing well.

Illinois voters joined voters in 44 other 


states last month in determining the fate 
of special statewide referenda, in addi- 
tion to electing governors, senators and 
congressmen 


And the big winners throughout the 


country were environmental protection 
proposals and establishing annual legis- 
lative sessions, according to the Council 
of State Governments. 


Six states, including Illinois, approved 


the sale of bonds for environmental pro- 
tection. Others included Alaska, Califor- 
nia, Florida, Maine and Nevada. 


Annual sessions of the state legislature 


were approved in Connecticut, Indiana, 
Missouri, Nebraska, New Hampshire and 
Virginia. 


Attempts to raise the salaries of state 


legislators were defeated in Idaho, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, Nevada, New Hamp- 
shire, North Dakota and Rhode Island. 


Five states agreed to lower the voting 


age but voters in nine other states re- 
jected similar proposals. 


Only one state, Virginia, approved a 


new constitution while voters in Ar- 
kansas and Idaho rejected new con- 
stitutions 
Four states had referenda 


calling for a constitutional convention 
but only Alaska and Montana voters ap- 
proved 


TWO STATES, Michigan and Nebras- 


ka, voted against aid to non-public 
schools and voters in Maryland, Mich- 
igan, New York and Rhode Island voted 
against state aid for housing. 


Other key statewide referenda on the 


Nov. 3 ballot included: 


—Alabama. Voters rejected a raise in 


the maximum state income tax rate 
from five to seven per cent. 


—Arizona. Voters rejected 
a state 


sweepstakes. 


—Kansas. Voters rejected a proposal 


to permit legislative regulation of liquor. 
It would have cleared the way for pur- 
chase of liquor by the drink, rather than 
by the bottle. 


--Kentucky. Voters rejected a $48 3 


million bond issue for a new state prison, 
mental hospitals, school for the deaf and 
blind, child welfare and a farm devel- 
opment loan/guarantee fund. 


—Louisiana. Voters had 53 separate is- 


sues on the ballot, 22 of them statewide 
issues, and all were rejected. 


—Maryland. Voters allowed prayer or 


religious readings, on a voluntary basis, 
to be held in governmental or public 
schools. 


—Massachusetts. Voters chose to have 


the United States withdraw from Viet- 
nam on a planned schedule, rather than 
immediately. 


—Michigan. Voters rejected sale of 


$100 
million in bonds for low income 


housing. 


—Nebraska. A proposal to elect the 


governor and lieutenant governor as a 
team was approved and the lieutenant 
governor will be a full-time state officer. 


—New Mexico. Voters approved four 


year terms for state executive officers 
and granted home rule to municipalities 


—North Carolina. Voters rejected a 


proposal to repeal the voter literacy test. 


—Ohio. Voters approved a homestead 


property tax exemption for persons 65 
and older. 


—Rhode Island. Voters rejected a pro- 


posal to increase the daily compensation 
of legislators from $5 to $50. 


— S o u t h Dakota. Voters legalized 


games of chance for charitable purposes 
but rejected a proposal to establish a 
state income tax. 


—Texas. Voters allowed sale of mixed 


drinks. 


—Washington. Abortion, until 
four 


months after conception and if super-

Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-IH , endorsed 


the constitution, calling it "a contempo- 
rary flexible document which will enable 
the state of Illinois to carry out its duties 
more openly and efficiently." 


Percy's remarks were made in a 


speech on the floor of the Senate and he 
called the new bill of rights "the most 
outstanding part of the new constitution. 
He said the anti-disenmination clause 
"is the most far-reaching provision in the 
document." 


U.S. Rep. Robert McClory, R-12th, also 


has sent word from Washington that he 
supports the new constitution. 


McClory, a former member of the Illi- 


nois House and Senate, has been a long- 
time supporter of constitutional revision 
in Illinois. He said the new constitution 
"will bring Illinois into the 20th Centu- 
ry." 


McClory also endorsed the separate 


proposal calling for retention of cumula- 
tive voting and he said he favors a lower 
voting age.

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Voluntarily Coordinating 


A volunteer coordinator is "just what 


the 'name says — a coordinator of vol- 
uteers. 


The school volunteer programs pre- 


sently operating through the Volunteer 
Service Bureau, Northwest Cook County 
are coordinated by a volunteer respon- 
sible for the other volunteers assigned to 
one school. The coordinator works in co- 
operation with the principal in the build- 
ing. 


The coordinator is a key person who 


receives training through the bureau on 
the 
nature 
of volunteerism, which 


requests for volunteers are reasonable, 
and what is available in the way of vol- 
unteers. The coordinator is also available 
for the "all important" job of trouble- 
shooting when either a volunteer or a 
staff person has a complaint. 


T h e volunteer corrdinator 
keeps 


records of who is serving where, and 
also keeps a record of the total number 
of hours served by volunteers in the 
building. These records are part of a suc- 
cessful volunteer program as these sta- 
tistics are used when the bureau requests 
financial and moral support. 


SOCIAL AGENCIES, such as hospitals 


and nursing homes, have acknowledged 
the importance of such a coordinator by 
having paid staff in that position either 
full or part time, according to the volun- 
teer bureau. 


The volunteer bureau actually fulfills 


its position as a clearing house when it 
can place a volunteer with the assurance 
that there is a coordinator in the building 
who will perform the duties of ori- 
entation, record keeping and thank yous, 
according to the bureau. 


As the Lois Moore Branch of the Vol- 


unteer Bureau swings into action, one of 
its first responsibilities is to provide a 
training program for volunteer coordina- 
tors for schools. The branch office serves 
Palatine, Rolling Meadows, Inverness 
and unincorporated areas of Palatine 
Township,

The Way We See It 
Sports Arena Site 


A city-suburb tug-of-war seems 


to bo developing over the location 
of i\ major new sports complex. 


Conflict sui'ins unnecessary. 
Construction of a massive sports 


center in the west suburbs was pro- 
posed recently by Charles A. Com- 
iskcy. 
whose 
grandfather 
built 


Corniskey Park in 1910. Comiskey 
is currently a residential real es- 
tate developer. 


The site he proposes for the 


sports center is between Elmhurst 
and Oak Brook. It would include 
covered facilities for football and 
baseball contests, conventions, ice 
s h o w s and amateur sporting 
events, plus a concert hall, sky- 
scraper hotel, movie theater, res- 
taurants, gift and specialty shops. 


"We have a syndicate that's 


ready to go and the money is avail- 
able." 
said Comiskey. "What's 


needed now is the interest and co- 
operation of the owners of Chi- 
cago's major league teams." 


But shortly after Comiskey's an- 


nouncement, n committee appoint- 
ed by Mayor Daley indicated it 
would push for a new sports com- 
plex in Chicago. 


Three sites have been discussed 


for the city, Each involved the sub- 


stantial expense of leveling exist- 
ing buildings. While more central- 
ly-located and offering existing ac- 
cess to mass transportation facil- 
ities, the inner city locations have 
the disadvantage of luring even 
more automobiles into an already 
congested central district. 


Can the city finance a sports cen- 


ter? Comiskey doesn't think so, In 
fact, he sees major disadvantages 
for the city: 


"The people know that Chicago 


needs housing, money for the men- 
tally ill and hungry, for pay raises 
to city workers and policemen and 
firemen, for repairing roads and 
building schools and parks. You 
can't go to the taxpaying public. 
It's out of the question to ask tax- 
payers to approve. They won't 
even vote for school bonds these 
days." 


Comiskey raises a valid point: 


We've got to look ahead . . . where 
will the population be 30 years 
from now. My grandfather built 
Comiskey Park . . . and the city 
grew to him," 


"Chicago" today is a metropoli- 


tan region, not just a city with a 
cluster of towns around it. Chi- 
cago's sports teams are supported 


by and belong to the entire region. 
Location of a sports complex to 
house them should be based on an 
objective look at opportunities that 
exist throughout the metropolitan 
area, not on a limited kind of civic 
pride. 


It may be a review of potential 


locations throughout the region 
would give the edge to a site in 
Chicago. Or to Comiskey's site. 
And there are other possibilities: 


There's Arlington Park, which 


offers 
accessibility, space 
and 


existing mass transportation ser- 
vice. Or the covered sports arena 
for 100,000 fans proposed by the 
Planet Corp. in Schaumburg near 
Interstate Routes 90 and 94. O'Hare 
Convention Exhibition Center Inc. 
recently revealed its plan for build- 
ing a massive convention complex, 
including an all-weather sports sta- 
dium, in north Wood Dale fronting 
the right-of-way of the proposed El- 
gin-0'Hare Expressway. 


We won't find out whether a city 


or suburban site is preferable, 
however, if the opposing interests 
with predetermined .viewpoints set 
about to have their pet projects 
built.

Since then the case against 
him has been continued at least 12 
times on motion of either the 
state's attorney or the defense at- 


torney, A recent session, scheduled 
for "plea bargaining," was set off 
until Jan. 5 at the request of the 
defense attorney. 


More than a year will have 


passed since Helton's arrest. Is it 
unreasonable to expect that by 
now, if a plea can't be mutually 
agreed on, that a trial be scheduled 
and Helton's guilt or innocence be 
established?

Post Office Needs Grow

If Santa Claus wants to be extra nice 


this year, he'll slip new post offices in his 
sack for Schaumburg and Hanover Park. 


The post office issue is kind of a small 


thing. Everyone in Schaumburg Town- 
ship is getting his mail. But with 55,000- 
plus people living in three communities 
in the township, the federal government 
has yet to establish an independent post 
office for any of them. 


The federal post office channels the 


mail through Bartlett and Roselle and 
through Palatine for Schaumburg. 


Even the post office in Hoffman Es- 


tates is only a branch of the Roselle fa- 
cility, Hanover Park and Schaumburg 
aren't quite as lucky as Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


Schnumburg's postal facilities consist 


of a scale to weigh packages and stamps 
and money order sales. 


The government pays the village $110 a 


month to lease a portion of village hall 
for the mini postal operation, but that 
can hardly be'Considered revenue worth 
seeking.

As Mayor Robert 0. Atcher pointed 


out, 
the village pays the salary for 


Mrs. Marge Mefford because she's really 
the clerk for the building department 
and 
only a 
part-time 
postmistress. 


Space in the village hall is so limited the 
facility is a nuisance that wouldn't be 
missed. 


Hanover Park's contract branch is lo- 


cated In an even more incredible place 
than village hall. It's situated in a local 


drug store, having recently moved there 
when a local grocery store went out of 
business. 


Hanover Park and Schaumburg resi- 


dents cannot receive ordinary services 
such as a postal box at the branch facil- 
ities. Those are located in Bartlett and 
Roselle. 


Village officials for several years have 


pressured congressmen to get indepen- 
dent post offices established, but efforts 
to date have been to no avail. U.S. Rep. 
Philip Crane, 
R-13th, and his pre- 


decessor, Donald Rumsfeld, as well as 
U.S. Rep. Robert McClory, whose 12th' 
District includes 
Hanover 
Township, 


were not able to get independent facil- 
ities before a freeze on new post offices 
started a year ago. 


There is sufficient land centrally lo- 


cated in both Schaumburg and Hanover 
Park to build full-service facilities for 
residents. 
' 


When the federal freeze finally ends, 


these towns deserve to be placed high oh 
the priority list for getting independent 
post offices. 


Grove Fire Department, Inc., a non-prof- 
it corporation. The Buffalo Grove Fire 
Department receives its operating funds 
from taxes levied by the Wheeling Fire 
District. 


The question is: Can Buffalo Grove es- 


tablish a municipal fire department? Can 
that department provide better service 
for residents of the village at a reason- 
able cost? 


The key to the whole issue is whether a 


municipal department can provide better 
service. 


If a municipal department could give 


fire protection as good as the current ar- 
rangement, it would seem foolish to es- 
tablish a municipal department just for 
the sake of having the village protected 
by a single fire protection organization. 


Two trustees, Robert Gleeson, and Ed- 


ward Fabish, are studying the cost of es- 
tablishing a municipal fire department. 
It is logical that for a fire department to 
serve the entire village, the tax rate 
would have to be increased to buy equip- 
ment to protect the Lake County portion 
of the village, now served by the Long 
Grove department. 


It is unlikely that residents of Buffalo 


Grove will be willing to support an in- 
crease in taxes for fire protection be- 
cause it is hard for them to realize what 
they are getting for the money. 


It's like buying insurance. The pre- 


miums seem high, and it is sometimes 
hard to acknowledge the day-to-day 
benefit of having such insurance. 


Good fire protection is similar.' People 


don't wake up each morning thinking 
that if there is a fire, a well-trained and 
equipped fire fighting force will save 
their house from burning down; they ei- 
ther take this for granted or ignore the 
prospect of disaster. 


For Buffalo Grove to establish a mu- 


nicipal department, the village must con- 
vince taxpayers of the need as well as 
their ability to provide better fire protec- 
tion at an acceptable price.

What can Mid-Suburban League gym- 


nasts do for an encore? 


For them, this season, which opens 


tonight (Thursday) will be like following 
Bob Hope in a night club act. 


Last season was so spectacular in MSL 


gym that it will be virtually impossible 
to surpass in quality and close com- 
petitiveness 


But local top-notch performers will try 


anyway, starting tonight with the sched- 
ule listing Hersey at Palatine, Glenbard 
North at Arlington, Fremd at Conant, 
Forest View at Elk Grove and Wheeling 
at Prospect. 


If this season approaches last year, it 


will be remembered by area gym buffs 
for a long time. After the 1969-70 cam- 
paign, there could be no question that the 
MSL was easily the finest high school 
conference in the state, and possibly the 
country, for gymnastics and better even 
than many college circuits. 


So fierce was the competition that at

Ordinarily, a dead battery or cold en- 


gine doesn't constitute an emergency. 
And even if it did, the law says a vehicle 
may not be pushed farther than is neces- 
sary to remove it from the roadway or 
from any Immediate hazard. 


The bar association also cites some 


other laws for the road, which have a 
special bearing or your winter driving. 
Here are some: 


t. Reduce .-ipeccl on icy or snow cov-

2. Turn on headlights (not just parking 


lights) at sundown or "at any time visi- 
bility is so limited as to require the use 
of lights for safety . .." 


3. ALWAYS SIGNAL for a turn. All ve- 


hicles must be equipped with electric 
turn indicators nnd these should be used, 
If the electric signal is inoperative, you 
MUST roll down the window on the driv- 
er's side and give tho appropriate hand 
signal. 


4. Give the appropriate turn signal to

Dear Dr. Lamb — I've been told I have 


hardening of the arteries in the inner 
ear. Can you tell me what causes that? 
Will that affect the brain? When I walk I 
lose my balance. 


Dear Reader — "Hardening of the ar- 


teries" is a term often used for arte- 
riosclerosis. The process begins in men 
early In life and usually later in women. 
First, fat deposits build up in the wall of 
the arteries. As the fat deposits enlarge 
they obstruct the normal flow of blood. 
The damaged artery may become calci- 
fied. 


Arteriosclerosis can literally happen to 


any artery in the body. When it obstructs 
circulation it causes the organ or part to 
lose its normal function. If it is an artery 
to the brain the result can be senility, a 
stroke or other signs of abnormal brain 
function. If the artery to the heart is suf- 
ficiently diseased, a heart attack or 
heart trouble may occur. Involvement of 
the arteries to the kidneys can cause kid- 
ney problems and even high blood pres- 
sure. 


THE ARTERIES to the legs frequently 


are involved, limiting walking or other 
exercise. If severe obstruction to the cir- 
culation occurs, gangrene of the feet can 
result. Involvement of the arteries in the 
pelvis not only cause trouble with walk- 
ing, but in men it can cause loss of sex- 
ual function or impotence. 


i 
Since any artery can be involved any- 


where in the body, it is pure hogwash to 
think- that even a perfect mechanical 
heart will solve the arteriosclerosis prob- 
lem. A perfect mechanical heart in a 
body crippled by arteriosclerosis is not a 
m a g n i f i c e n t achievement. What is 
needed is a way to prevent arterioscle- 
rosis throughout the body, including the 
inner ear. 


When the arteries to the ear are in- 


volved, the small semicircular canals 
•that help to control the body's balance 
don't function properly. These little bal- 
ance mechanisms normally send signals 
to the brain about your body position. 
Almost automatically the brain responds 
by adjusting muscles to maintain body 
balance. When the signal from the bal- 
ance mechanism is lost or impaired, a 
person is apt to stumble. 


It is difficult or impossible to do much 


about this problem. Preventing arte- 
riosclerosis is the best hope. Usually, one 
has to adjust his living habits to protect 
himself from falling. Devices to help 
with walking are sometimes advisable. 
The bathroom deserves extra attention to 
provide ways of using the hands and 
arms to maintain balance. 


Special efforts should be made to elim- 


inate the possibility of falling. Many old- 
er people do fall in the bathroom and too 
often the end result is broken, brittle 
bones and a trip to the hospital.

I'm not a militant or a 
fighter for any cause except Johnny 
Brown." 


In clubs and on television Brown is

to be deeply involved in race matters. 
His feelings may run deep, but he appar-

"I'll achieve more being happy and 


working hard than the guy who's saying,

ogist. I'm a comedian and I'm on 
'Laugh-In' because I do my job." 


Brown went on tour last summer with 


Rowan and Martin. After a few weeks he 
was given a raise, When Johnny stopped 
Dan Rowan to thank him, Rowan re- 
plied' 


"Don't thank me We're paying you 


more because you're worth it." 


Brown is secure enough in his talent to 


accept that. 


"To be a successful black comedian 


you've got to think white," he explained.

Leading the choice in available home

He said this is usually because 
most colonials have four bedrooms, two 
or three baths, a first floor family room 
and n full basement. 


''However, u close second choice is the 


split-level homo which is essentially the 
same interior style as the colonial, but 
with more individualized exteriors," said 
Bus.se. "Again, the main requirement is 
three to four bedrooms, a family room 
and a fireplace. 


A third popular style is the ranch 


home, he said. He noted that in many 
cases this is an older bungalow type, 
found mainly in the more established 
sections of a community. 


MAP reported that the average sales 


figure for single family homes has risen 
over the past year. The average sales 
price on over 2,500 sales in the first 10 
months of 1970 is $43,211, compared to 
$33,377 in the same period last year.

Gas sales to Commonwealth Edison 


Co., now the largest single customer of 
Peoples Gas Light, totaled 41 cubic feet 
during 1970, an increase of more than 70 
per cent over 1969 sales to that utility. 


The unemployment rate will probably 


remain high well into 1971, according to 
the December Barometer of Business, 
published by economists at Harris Trust 
and Savings Bank, Chicago. 


One reason for this continuing high 


rate is that historically employers have 
been reluctant to add people to their pay- 
rolls following a recession until orders 
and sales trends are definitely rising, ac- 
cording to the report. 


As production slipped in 1970, the 


unemployment rate rose to a six year 
high. The rise came after a 16-year low 
in the unemployment rate existing at the 
end of 1969. 


Employment' declined only moderately 


in 1970, but normal growth In the labor 
force of nearly one and a half million 
people lifted the jobless total sharply. 
The reecnt mild recession will probably 
have a slow recovery, as compared to ra- 
pid recovery after severe recessions. In 
the absence of a rapid upswing in eco- 
nomic activity, the unemployment rate 
should remain at current levels. The 


Federal Reserve must now pursue a fair- 
ly expansive course in order to lower 
unemployment later this year, the report 
said. 


The General Motors strike accounted 


for the major portion of slippage in pro- 
duction, the • report said. Until the GM 
plants closed, production had declined 
very gradually throughout the recession. 
Orders for durable goods also went down 
after recovering in late spring and ear- 
ly summer and the industrial output 
slipped four per cent this fall, after fall- 
ing only three per cent between July,

Action Grants 


Block action grants totaling $340 mil- 


lion to develop corriprehensive crime con- 
trol programs have been allocated by the 
Law Enforcement Assistance Adminis- 
tration for fiscal 1971, Commerce Clear- 
ing House (CCH) reported. 


These grants are aimed at developing 


law enforcement improvement programs 
in the areas of police, courts, correc- 
tions, organized crime, narcotic, dis- 
orders prevention and control and juve- 
nile crime. 


Each state must submit a statewide 


law enforcement plan to the LEAA be- 
fore It can get its full allocation which is 
tied to respective state populations deter- 
mined by the 1070 Census figures re- 
leased through Octboer 10. 


The states must distribute at least 75 


per cent of their block action grant funds 
to city and county governments. Up to 25 
per cent of the funds may be used for 
statewide or regional crime control pro- 
grams.

state populations and allocations for ac- 
tion grants for fiscal 1071 with the dollar 
amount. Illinois, with a population of 
10,073,986. received an allocation for 
$18.368.000.

Economics sheds light on reasons for 


the emergence of a pollution problem, 
according to a report of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Chicago. 


In its monthly upblication, Business 


Conditions, the bank said devices and 
processes to reduce air and water pollu- 
tion are in existence. Means are avail- 
able also for the reclamation or recycl- 
ing of refuse and scrap. 


However, individuals, business firms, 


or public bodies in a position to install 
and use pollution control measures often 
lack an incentive to act because the un- 
fortunate effects of pollution are mostly 
felt by others, according to the report. 
Those who suffer the effects of pollution, 
are forced to subsidize the sources of pol- 
lution and the customers who buy their 
products. 


Justification of the costs entailed in 


pollution abatement requires a showing 
that the resulting benefits will be equal 
to or greater than the costs of the control 
measures, said the bank. In practice, it 
may be impossible to identify and cali- 
brate the amount of damage inflicted by 
water or air pollution on each of the 
many persons residing or working in an 
affected area. Consequently, it may be a 
governmental responsibility to proclaim 
the right of its citizens to the enjoyment 
of air and water free of pollution beyond 
some specified level, said the bank. 


The problem is dealt with through the 


adoption of pollution standards enforced 
by law through a public body. Suitable 
penalties are imposed for violation of 
these standards. 


The bank points out that the new Illi- 


nois Environmental Protection Act, ef- 
fective July 1, 1970, embodies such an 
approach to pollution control. Although 
this act does not rescind the rights that 
citizens have had to sue to stop pollution, 
it places primary emphasis on the dec- 
laration and enforcement of standards. 
Substantial penalties, so severe that they 
will not be regarded as "licenses to pol- 


lute," backstop the provisions for moni- 
toring the discharge of pollutants. 


Although efforts to control pollution 


and tidy up the environment will prove 
expensive, a good part of the cost should 
be covered out of savings elsewhere, ac- 
cording to the bank. Cleaning up the 
waste water discharged into a river 
should lead to less spending on water 
treatment by others. Prices of many 
products will tend to rise, as producers' 
accounts come to reflect the costs of pol- 
lution control. 


An offset to these effects will be the 


beneficial impact on environmental qual- 
ity, said the bank. Privately-owned in- 
dustrial plants and households are the 
predominant sources of pollution — and 
suffer by its presence. Solving the prob- 
lem is largely a matter of identifying 
those 
sources, 
measuring 
the 
con- 


sequences, and assigning direct financial 
responsibility with the collection of "pol- 
lution charges" —.or else of enforcing an 
appropriate set of pollution standards, 
said the bank. Government obviously has 
major tasks to perform in connection 
with the pollution control effort, but as- 
sumption of the costs appears to be more 
a direct responsibility of the private sec- 
tor than of any of the levels of govern- 
ment, according to the report.

A lender's rule of 
thumb is that each 1/8 per cent reduction 
in the interest rate is equivalent to a one 
point increase in the discount points.

The liq- 
uid fuel is non-toxic and has a spilJproof 
safety cap. 


A newer type of pot, just out for the 


holidays, is electric and completely auto- 
matic. 


EITHER WAY, the dish cooks at the 


tnble or buffet, guests dip raw foods into 
the hot fondue with long forks and the 
dunk-ancl-nlbblc process Is wonderful for 


parties or Informal entertaining. In this 
way, the guests themselves turn work 
into fun, 


Fondues turn up for any course —• 


main 
dish, appetizers or desserts. 


They're especially valuable, because of 
simplicity and ease in serving, for a 
main dish. Chicken fondue, for instance, 
stars at a buffet supper, The dunking 
goes into sour apricot sauce or tomato 
sauce.

To start off the menu most canned on- 


ion soups are good, and you can dress 
yours up with garlic croutons. Marinated

Apple tarts or a 
French pastry are classic for dessert. 


FONDUE BOURGUIGNONNE 


Allow 6 to 8 ounces beef tenderloin per

Half-fill a metal fondue 
saucepan with salad oil. Heat to 375 de- 
grees and place over direct Sterno flame. 
Keep the oil bubbling hot throughout 
cooking. 


To cook and eat the Fondue Bourguig- 


nonne, each guest spears a piece of meat 
with a fondue fork and dips it into the 
boiling oil, cooking it to the desired de- 
gree of doneness. The beef should be me- 
dium rare in 15 to 20 seconds; do not 
overcook it. 


Transfer the cooked meat to a dinner 


fork and dip into Horseradish Sauce or 
Mustard Sauce. Chili sauce or sour 
cream sauce are also good dips.

Blend remaining in- 
gredients for filling, stirring to blend 
well. Fill shells two-thirds full (about 1 
tablespoon filling per shell). Bake in a 
425-degree oven 10 to 12 minutes. Care- 


fully remove from pans. 


Serves 20 - 25. 


CHEESE PUFFS 


Vz cup blue cheese 


(about 3 ounces, crumbled) 


1 tablespoon mayonnaise 
1 egg white, beaten stiff 
8 rounds bread (2" in diameter) 


Dash paprika 
Blend the crumbled blue cheese and 


and mayonnaise into a smooth paste. 
Fold, in the egg white. Toast bread 
rounds on one side. Spread cheese mix- 
ture roughly and in a mound on the un- 
toasted side. Sprinkle with paprika. 
Place on a baking sheet and bake in a 
slow oven (325 degrees) until puffy and 
delicately browned. Serve hot.

Harold E. Neigh, extension consumer 


economics specialist at the Pennsylvania 
State University, gives the following 
hints for cost-conscious housewives try- 
. ing to reduce food expenditures: 


You can buy cinnamon and sugar to 


put on your toast or homemade cinna- 
mon rolls already mixed, but you will 
pay three times as much than you would 
by buying the cinnamon and sugar and 
mixing your own. 


Frozen orange juice usually costs less 


than buying oranges and squeezing fresh 
juice. 


Graham cracker crumbs are about the 


same price as rolling your own. But, if 
you buy a Graham Cracker crust in a pie 
pan, it is about double the price of crack- 
ers alone. 


The ingredients for homemade bread 


cost about the same as bread mix you 


^buy. Both are lower than buying a loaf 


sliced and ready to use, but you have to 
consider your time and cost of heating 
the oven. 


As well as making cost comparisons, 


shoppers must decide on the basis of 
their family's tastes and cooking pre- 
ferences.

Walnut Candyrama 


Hero's a parade of scrumptious con- 


fections . , , fudges, n toffee, n brittlu 
mid «n elognnt mnrs limn How, nil boast- 
ing crunchy crlspness nnd rich flavor of 
California wnlmits. Even if you're n nov- 
ice candymnkcr, the following from the 
Diamond Walnut Kitchen, can help you 
be nn instant expert. 


Pick clear weather if you can . . . it 


makes n difference. A heavy saucepan, 
about two-quart ;ize, is best for cooking 
any candy in ordinary batches bfised on 
two to three cups sugar. A candy ther- 
mometer is well worth its reasonable 
price. Have pans ready, ingredients mea- 
sured, nnd the walnuts prepared. Wheth- 
er you buy walnuts in-the-shell to crack 
at home, or shelled In vacuum cans or 
clear bags, do any preparation to the 
walnuts colled for by the recipe BE- 
FORE you beat fudges or before toffee 
or brittle readies proper temperature. 


It's extremely important to stir candy 


mixtures until sugar Is completely dis- 
solved. Generally, after a standard can- 
dy mixture has reached boiling point, 


WALNUT MARSHMALLOWS 


1"; cups California walnuts 


2 envelopes unflavored gelatin 


t>4 cups water 


2 cups granulated sugar 
<4 teaspoon salt 
l teaspoon mint extract 


1 16 teaspoon green food 


coloring 


Chop walnuts fine. Turn one cup into a 


P-inch square pan and pat to an even lay- 
er. Soften gelqtin in to cup water. Com- 
bine remaining *i cup water with sugar 
and salt, and cook together until syrup 
forms a soft ball, 234 degrees. Add soft- 
ened gelatin, and let stand until slightly 
cooled (about 130 degrees). Add flavor- 
ing and coloring. Beat at high speed on 
electric mixer until very thick. Turn into 
walnut-coated pan, and sprinkle remain- 
ing walnuts on top. Let stand for several 
hours or overnight. Cut into squares, and 
roll sides in walnuts remaining in pan. 
Makes about IVi pounds. 


Variations: 


Vanilla Marshmallows: Omit coloring 


and mint extract; add two teaspoons va- 
nilla. 


Peppermint Mnrshmallows: Substitute 


'/i teaspoon peppermint extract for mint, 
nnd red food coloring for green. 


cover the pan and allow mixture to boil 
slowly about five minutes, so steam will 
dissolve any sugar crystals on sides of 
pan which could cause the batch to ".sug- 
ar." When cover is removed, cook mix- 
ture over moderate heat, stirring only if 
recipe so directs. Some special candy 
recipes, however, call for cooking uncov- 
ered, so always follow directions. Bulb of 
candy thermometer must be completely 
immersed in liquid for accurate reading. 


Don't start beating fudge while it's hot, 


unless specifically directed in recipe. 
You'll bent twice as long, and candy is 
more apt to "turn to sugar." Walnut But- 
ter Fudge hero should be cooled until 
COLD, not just lukewarm. With any 
fudge type candy, it's good insurance to 
turn hot mixutre into clean, dry sauce- 
pan or bowl as soon as it's removed 
from heat. Bottom of pan may 
be 


scraped, but not sides. 


Why not get with the fun. Get a supply 


of California walnuts and the other good 
ingredients, get organized and get going. 
The rewards are sweet. 


CREAMY-SURE FUDGE 


l 1/3 cups granulated sugar 


2/3 cup evaporated milk 


(1 small can) 


'/i cup butter 
I 5 to 10-ounce jar marshmallow 


cream or 16 large marshmailows, 
quartered 


'/i teaspoon salt 
1 12-ounce package (2 cups) 


semi-sweet chocolate pieces 


1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 cup California walnuts, 


coarsely chopped 


Combine sugar, undiluted milk, butter, 


marshmallow cream or marshmailows 
and salt in 2-quart saucepan. Cook, stir- 
ring until mixture has boiled for five 
minutes, stirring constantly. Remove 
from heat; add chocolate pieces and va- 
nilla. Stir until chocolate is melted. Stir 
in walnuts. Turn into buttered 
8-inch 


square pan. Let stand until firm, then 
cut into squares. Makes about 2'/z pounds 
candy. 


(Mixture must be stirred constantly 


while cooking, to prevent scorching. A 
heavy saucepan helps here especially.)

CREAMY WHITE FUDGE 


3 cups granulated sugar 
1 cup dairy sour cream 


1/3 cup light corn syrup 
% teaspoon salt 
2 tablespoons butter 
2 teaspoons vanilla 


IVa cups California walnuts, 


coarsely chopped 


Combine sugar, sour cream, corn syr- 


up, salt and butter in a 2-quart saucepan. 
Stir over moderate heat until sugar is 
dissolved and mixture boils. Cover and 
cook slowly five minutes. Uncover, and 
boil rapidly to soft ball stage, 238 de- 
grees. Let stand until cold. Add vanilla, 
and beat until candy loses its gloss, and 
begins to hold its shape. Stir in walnuts, 
and turn into an oiled pan. Cut in 
squares when set. Makes about 2% 
pounds candy. 


Variations: 
Spiced Fudge: Add % teaspoon each 


cinnamon and nutmeg along with vanilla. 


Cherry-Rum Fudge: Add three tea- 


spoons rum flavoring instead of the va- 
nilla, and stir in 1/3 cup quartered can- 
died cherries along with the walnuts. 


WALNUT BRITTLE 


2 cups granulated sugar 
1 cup light or dark 


corn syrup 


% cup water 
1 teaspoon salt 
2 tablespoons butter 
3 cups California walnuts, 


coarsely chopped 


2 teaspoons soda 


Combine sugar, corn syrup, water, salt 


and butter. Cook over moderate heat, 
stirring until sugar is dissolved. Cover, 
and simmer five minutes, to wash crys- 
tals of sugar down from sides of pan. 
Uncover and boil to hard crack stage, 
300 degrees. 


Meanwhile, turn walnuts into shallow 


pan and toast lightly at 300 degrees. 
When candy reaches the hard crack 
stage, quickly stir in warm walnuts and 
soda. Turn at once into oiled jelly roll 
pan, lOxlSxl-inches, and spread thin. Let 
stand until cold, then break into pieces. 
Makes about two pounds. 


Fudgy Mallow BaUs 


Frosting mix makes candy too! 
This particular recipe for Fudgy Mal- 


low Balls makes a batch of candy balls 
from only one box of walnut fudge frost- 
ing mix and 24 marshmailows. 


Only 5 minutes is needed to make the 


fudge dip for these candy balls. (That's 
about one-sixth of the time required to 
make a similar candy dip from a scratch 
recipe.) Also, when made from a mix, 
these candy balls cost less than ones 
made from the scratch recipe. You save 
about one-fourth the cost, to be exact. 


FUDGY MALLOW BALLS 


1 package walnut fudge frosting mix 


1-1/3 cups (14 oz.) sweetened 


condensed milk 


24 large marshmailows 


Wooden toothpicks 


Butter cookie sheet. In medium sauce- 


pan, 
combine frosting mix and sweet- 


ened . condensed milk. Stir over medium 
heat for 3 minutes. Lower heat to lowest 
setting and dip marshmallow (skewered 
to a toothpick). Let excess frosting drip 
off into pan before setting them down on 
greased cookie sheet. If frosting gets too 
thick, stir in a tablespoon or two, of milk. 


LIME WALNUT DIVINITY 


3 cups granulated sugar 
1 cup water 


]/4 cup light corn syrup 
% teaspoon salt 
2 egg whites 
1 3-ounce package lime flavor gelatin 
1 tablespoon lime juice 
1 cup California walnuts, 


coarsely chopped 


Combine sugar, water, corn syrup and 


salt in large saucepan, and stir over 
moderate heat until sugar dissolves. Cov- 
er saucepan, and boil slowly for three or 
four minutes, so steam will dissolve any 
sugar crystals oh sides of pan. Uncover, 
and boil over moderate heat until mix- 
ture forms a firm ball, 248 degrees. Con- 
tinue cooking, but at this point, beat egg 
whites until stiff. Gradually beat in gela- 
tin, beating to stiff peaks. Beat in lime 
juice. Let stand until candy mixture boils 
to 260 degrees (mixture will form a 
brittle ball in cold water). 


Start beater again, and pour the hot 


syrup very slowly into the egg white 
mixture. Do not scrape sides of sauce- 
pan. Continue beating until mixture loses 
its gloss. Quickly stir in walnuts, and 
drop by large teaspoonfuls onto waxed 
paper, or turn into oiled pan. Let stand 
until firm, then cut into squares. Makes 
about one pound 14 ounces divinity. 


Note: For raspberry or strawberry di- 


vinity, substitute raspberry or strawber- 
ry gelatin, and use lemon juice instead of 
lime. This candy is very easy to make, 
and a very good consistency. Keeps well 
in tightly covered container. 


WALNUT TOFFEE 


2'A cups California walnuts 


2 cups granulated sugar 
% cup water 
% cup light corn syrup 
1 cup butter 
1 6-ounce package semi-sweet or 


milk chocolate 
(or, half and half) 


Coarsely chop IVz cups walnuts for tof- 


fee. Finely chop % cup walnuts for top- 
ping. Combine sugar, water, corn syrup 
and butter. Heat to boiling, stirring until 
sugar is dissolved. Cover and cook five 
minutes. Uncover, and boil to hard crack 
stage, 300 degrees. 


Remove from heat, stir in coarsely 


chopped walnuts and quickly spread in a 
buttered lOxlSxl-inch pan. Let stand un- 
til cold. Melt chocolate over warm (not 


hot) 
water. Spread over cooled toffee, 


and sprinkle with the finely chopped wal- 
nuts. Let stand until chocolate is set, 
then break into pieces. Makes about two 
pounds 10 ounces of candy.

"We like variety, and an interesting 


relish or two adds zest to an ordinary 
meal," Gladys remarked. 


Throughout the year she saves empty 


pickle, mustard and olive jars At Christ- 
mas time she spray-paints the lids in red 
or gold 


"It looks festive and hides the print- 


ing " she explained 


Then the jars are filled with her own 


tasty relishes and labeled accordingly. 
She assembles a variety and packs them 
into miniature bushel baskets. These bas- 
ket are available in Christmas colors at 
local variety stores. Trimmed with holi- 
day wrapping paper, the little baskets of 
goodies make ideal gifts for special 
friends Gladys also uses them at club 
gift exchanges. 


ONE OF HER most popular relishes is 


Dilly Beans. Made in a manner similar 
to that used for dill pickles, the beans 
acquire a tangy sweet-sour dill and gar- 
lic flavor. Gladys serves them cold on a 
relish tray, and recommends them as a 
substitute for onions or olives in mar- 
tinis. 


Also appealing in a relish assortment 


or for use as an appetizer is her pickled 
artichokes 


"Artichokes are ordinarily bland, but 


they acquire a peppy flavor from the 
marinade," she said. 


The vinegar and oil marinade is sea- 


soned with onion and parsley. It may be 
used over and over again as the arti- 
chokes are used up. 


When served as an appetizer, Gladys 


cuts the tasty artichokes in half and 
serves them on saltines. 


A favorite of both her husband and her 


sons, Gerald, Jr., who is a senior at Lu- 
ther College, and Bill, a freshman at Mil- 
waukee School of Engineering, is Home 
Candied Pickles. 


Gladys uses commercially-packed dill 


pickles for this recipe and cuts them into 
slices. They are packed in layers of sug- 
ar in a quart jar along with pickling 
spices and tarragon vinegar. 


"They must set at least four days be- 


fore using," she explained. "A thick liq- 
uid is formed which sweetens the pickles 
and crisps them. This liquid may also be 
used again when the pickles are used 
up" 


The crunchy, candied pickles are de- 


licious served with sandwiches 


A "must" in her household whenever 


she serves ham is Gladys' savory mus- 
tard sauce. 


It utilizes canned tomato soup as the 


base, has a sweet-sour flavor and a mild 
mustard tang It is also an excellent ac- 
companiment for a ham loaf. 


All of these recipes will be relished by 


homemakers as they are so easy to pre- 
pare as well as appealing to taste. 


ALTHOUGH SHE works part-time as a

DILLY BEANS 


3 one-pound cans whole green beans 
2 cloves garlic 


Fresh dill 


2 cups water 
2 cups vinegar 
4 tablespoons salt 
4 teaspoons sugar 


]/2 teaspoon cayenne pepper 


Sterilize four pint jars. In each jar 


place 'A clove garlic and several clusters 
of fresh dill. 


In a saucepan, heat beans and liquid 


until beans are hot. Drain and divide 
beans equally among the four jars, pack- 
ing them in an upright position. 


In the meantime, heat remaining In- 


gredients together. Bring to the boiling 
point, stirring to mix ingredients well. 
Pour into jars up to the rim. Seal tightly 
with lid. Label and store in a cool, dry 
place. 


Let stand several days before using for 


flavors to blend. Serve beans cold on a 
relish tray or use in martinis. 


PICKLED ARTICHOKES 


1 can Pride of Spain Artichokes 
% can minced onion 
% cup minced parsley 
2/3 cup salad oil 
1/3 cup cider vinegar 
1% teaspoons seasoned salt 


Dash of pepper 


Vs teaspoon sugar 
Drain artichokes well. Place in a plas- 


tic container along with onion and pars- 
ley. 


Stir together remaining ingredients 


and pour over vegetables. Refrigerate at 
least 48 hours before using. Serve on a 
relish tray or cut artichokes in half, 
place on saltines and serve as appetizers. 
Marinade may be used again when arti- 
chokes are used up 


HOME CANDIED PICKLES 


1 quart dill pickles 


(with or without garlic,) drained 


2 tablespoons mixed pickling spice 


2% cups sugar 
% cup tarragon vinegar 
Place the pickling spice on a square of 


cheesecloth and tie with string to form a 
little bag. Place in a quart jar. 


Snip the ends off the pickles and cut 


them in slices. Arrange the pickles and 
sugar in layers in the jar. Lastly, pour 
tarragon vinegar over all. Seal tightly 
with lid. 


Refrigerate at least four days, turning 


jar upside-down occasionally. Serve pick- 
les as a relish or with sandwiches. The 
liquid may be used again when pickles 
are used up. 


MUSTARD SAUCE 


% cup butter or margarine 
% cup sugar 
% cup condensed tomato soup, 


undiluted 


Vz cup prepared mustard 
% cup vinegar 
% cup water 
2 eggs, beaten 
Melt butter over very low flame. Grad- 


ually stir in sugar, soup, mustard, vine- 
gar and water. Lastly stir in beaten 
eggs. Cook over very low heat, stirring 
constantly, until slightly thickened. Store 
in covered jars in refrigerator. Serve hot 
or cold with ham or a ham loaf. Yield: 2 
cups sauce.

Making candy Is fascinating to me, al- 


ways has been. I recall boyhood days . 
when three or four of us gathered "to 
study" that I'd sneak off to the kitchen 
and make fudge, Didn't get much study- 
ing done but did learn to make mighty 
good fudge, nn activity much more high- 
ly recommended than smoking pot or 
breaking windows. 


With the holiday season ahead you'll be 


needing some sweets around the house, 
especially 
If youngsters are coming 


"home for Christmas." This is my favor- 
ite fudge, a reciep perfected by Mrs. 
Irene Rcnfro of Carterville, Illinois, with 
whom I compare notes every year at the 
Du Quoin State Fair. Incidentally, she's 
a cook without many peers. 


You'll need a large suace pan, In it put 


4-1/2 cups white sugar, 1-1/3 sticks of 
butter, and a large (13 ounce) can of mil- 
not, Mix well, then SLOWLY bring to 
boil, stirring constantly. I say slowly, be- 
cause rapid firing will burn the sugar. 


Add 1/4 teaspoon salt, 3 packages (8- 


ounce) of chocolate chips, 1 jar (13- 
ounce) of marshmallow crcme, 1 tea- 


spoon vanilla extract, and a large (9- 
ounce) bar of sweet chocolate, continuing 
to stir. Fold in 1/2 cup of chopped black 
walnuts and mix well. 


Since this makes a substantial amount, 


pour out into two 9x12 buttered pans and 
allow to cool on racks, Chill before cut- 
ting into bite-sized pieces. This will keep 
well, but don't expect it to with children 
around. 


ANOTHER HOLIDAY delicacy are 


these minted nuts as made by Mrs. Lou 
Quale, 80 Tudor Place, Kenilworth, Illi- 
nois. Cook slowly a mixture of 1 cup sug- 
ar, 1/2 cup water, 1 tablespoon white syr- 
up and 1/8 teaspoon salt. 


Remove from heat just before mixture

I 7-oz. package thin spaghetti, 


cooked and drained 


1% pounds ground beef 
1% cups frozen whole kernel com 


1 4-oz can mushrooms, 


drained, or 


% pound fresh mushrooms, sliced 
2 cups chopped celery 
% cup frozen chopped green peppers 
% cup frozen chopped onions 
1 can tomato soup, undiluted 
1 can mushroom soup, undiluted 


1% cups water 


1 tablespoon Worcestershire sauce 
1 teaspoon salt 
% teaspoon freshly ground pepper 
1 teaspoon oregano 
% teaspoon thyme 
% teaspoon basil 


parmesan cheese 


Brown meat lightly and pour off any ex- 


cess fat. Add remaining ingredients and 
mix thoroughly. Turn into buttered cas- 
serole (or casseroles), sprinkle with par- 
mesan cheese, and bake in a pre-heated 
350-degree oven for 45 minutes. 


QUICKIE INDIVIDUAL PIZZAS 


This quickie treat is marvelous; can be 


used as an entree for busy evenings. 
Simply serve with a large bowl of tossed 
salad. If your family members eat at dif- 
ferent times this is perfect; broil them 
as needed. Save this recipe to serve 
when entertaining a large group, for 
young and old alike. 


Single recipe yields 12 individual piz- 


zas. 
2 pounds sweet Italian sausage 
% pound Mozzarella cheese 
1 cab (8 oz.) prepared pizza sauce 
1 jar sliced mushrooms (optional) 
1 package of 6 English muffins 
Remove skins from sweet Italian saus- 


age and simmer in boiling water for 
about 12 minutes. Remove from heat and 
cool. 


Slice English muffins in half. Place on 


cooky sheet cut side up. Brush liberally 
with pizza sauce. Slice prepared sausage 
into %-inch slices, generously arranging 
on each pizza half. Sprinkle with mush- 
rooms if you wish and top with thinly 
sliced or shredded mozarella cheese. In- 
sert cookie sheet under broiler for just a 
few minutes or until the cheese is thor- 
oughly melted. Serve immediately. 


CURRIED CHICKEN LIVERS 


This is an economical and simple, yet 


really an exotic entree. 


Single recipe yields 6 servings 
2 pounds fresh chicken livers 
% cup butter 
1 clove garlic, minced 


1% tablespoons flour 


1 tablespoon curry4 
1 cup beef bouillon 
% cup dry sherry wine 
% cup currants 
'4 cup sliced blanched 


almonds, toasted 
cooked rice 


Melt butter in a heavy skillet. Saute 


chicken livers about 7 or 8 minutes over 
fairly high heat. Remove chicken livers, 
add minced garlic to the butter and skil- 
let juices. Add flour and curry. Now add 
beef bouillon and wine, stirring con- 
stantly until slightly thickened. Return 
the chicken livers with the currants to 
the mixture in the skillet. Lower heat 
and simmer for an additional 15 minutes. 
Serve over cooked rice and garnish with 
toasted almonds. Other curry condiments 
may be served with this dish, especially 
chutneys. 


*You may prefer a more or less 


stronger curry flavor. Add to taste.

Lettuce Hints 


If you're like most shoppers, you'll 


pick up a head of iceberg lettuce this 
week when you buy food. Iceberg is com- 
mercially the most important of salad 
greens. It keeps exceptionally well. 


You've probably notided that price and 


quality vary more for lettuce than for 
other vegetables. One general rule seems 
to apply to the fluctuations — when the 
price is low, the quality is good; a high 
price usually means poor quality. 


A solid head of lettuce — similar to a 


head of cabbage — is often overmature 
and has a bitter taste. A slightly loose 
head' with bright green, crisp leaves, 
gives the most satisfactory yield and fla- 
vor. 


Lettuce should be stored as near as 


possible to 32 degrees, in a vegetable 
crisper, a film bag, or wrapped in foil.

Hors d'oeuvres are Independent tidbits, 


ready to meet up with whatever bread or 
cracker is presented and at any occa- 
sion. They are served before meals, at 
festive standup parties and even at spur- 
of-the-moment occasions. 


When serving these tidbits, home econ- 


omists suggest playing up their gustatory 
highlights and allowing their natural 
subtle colors and textures to shine. For 
this reason, they say it is often wiser to 
arrange several small plates which arc 
easily replaced or replenished than one 
big one which may be difficult to resur- 
rect to its pristine glory. 


Mere are some aids to give hors 


d'oouvro platters a lift. Cut a cauliflower 
In half or carve a solid base. (Grape- 
fruits, oranges, pineapples or apples also 
can be used.) Place cut-side down on a 
platter, stud with hors d'oeuvres — and 
surround 
with a dainty garnish or 


triangular sandwiches, water cress, end- 
ive, stuffed celery and other festive de- 
cor. 


RIPE OR GREEN olives, pickles or 


other bito-sizo foods can bo added on 
picks. Also, a variety of cheese cut into 
squares make tasty additions to tho ca- 
lulflowor base.

Directions: Remove crusts from bread 


slices. With a rolling pin, flatten bread to 
approximately 1/8-inch thickness. Spread 
each slice with softened butter. Saute 
mushrooms in melted butter over me- 
dium heat for 15 minutes, Add curry 
powder, lemon juice, salt and monoso- 
dium glutamate. 


Spread one scant teaspoon of mush- 


room mixture on each bread slice. Roll 
like a jelly roll and slice in half. Fasten 
ends of each roll with toothpicks. Brush 
again lightly with butter and place in a 
preheated oven set at 425 degrees for 20 
minutes or until delicately browned. 
Serve warm from a cauliflower base. 
Yields 28 appetizers.

The Christmas tie, brunt of many a 


holiday jest, will be no joke to the lucky 
man who receives one of the hand- 
mades with pattern and material chosen 
to fit his personal taste. 


After a lull of several decades tie mak- 


ing is enjoying a revival among women 
who are handy with the needle and even 
those who are not so handy. 


The experts can whip together a fin- 


ished tie during a favorite hour-long TV 
program; the amateurs should easily fin- 
ish one in two programs. 


Fabrics used by the tie-maker cult in- 


clude the usual silks, foulards and taf- 
fetas, plus homespuns, wools and the 
wrinkle-resistant cotton and polyester 
blends, a newcomer to the fabric world 
since the last tie-making boom. 


Two ties can be squeezed from three- 


quarters of a yard of 45-inch fabric. You 
also need lining fabric for both ends of 
the tie. This can be contrasting silky fab- 
ric or even the same material as the tie, 
if it's suitable. You also need an inner 
lining such as Arno. This is the "stif- 
fener" that helps the tie keep its shape. 


YOU ALSO NEED a pattern, available 


at most pattern counters. Pattern pieces 
include the tie, the lining and inner lin- 
ing. 


All pattern pieces must be laid on the 


true bias and pinned securely. Cut ex- 
actly on the cutting lines — don't cut 
generously or the tie will not go together 
as well. 


A cardboard form comes with one of 


the patterns, but you can make a form 
that is better. To make the form, just 
follow the fold lines on the pattern, ex- 
tending the cardboard all the way to the 
tips. 


First, sew in the end linings. With right 


sides together, sew lining to the tie fab- 
ric either by hand or by machine. Since 
bias tends -to be squiggly, basting is ad- 
visable. Snip in the corners, turn and 
press. 


Seam tie at the center back and press. 


Now, with the whole length of tie flat on 
the table, right side down and small end 
at your right, center the cardboard on 
the tie. Inner lining goes on top of the 
cardboard. It is helpful to pin through 
the tip end of the cardboard into the tic 
to hold fabric in place. 


BEGINNING AT the right, fold the 


side of the tie nearest you up over the 
inner lining. Baste loosely to the inner 
lining, leaving two inches at each end 
(for give). This basting will be per- 
manent but it must be {lone loosely to 
take the pull and tug of male knot-tiers. 


Next, baste the side opposite you under 
one-quarter inch, but do not bring it over 
the inner lining at this point. These bas- 
tings are temporary and serve to hold 
the edge in place until final sewing and 
pressing. 


Now bring this side over the cardboard 


and pin crosswise to the already folded 
and basted side. Using a long, loose blind 
stitch, sew sides together. 


A quick gentle press — remove the 


cardboard and bastings — and you have 
a gift with the personal touch that is so 
much a part'of gift-giving.

Most of these solutions do not fireproof 


but make the materials flame-resistant. 
Treated materials will char but usually 
do not burst into flame. One of the sim- 
plest solutions is made by adding a little 
water to three ounces of boric acid and 
making a paste; then adding this plus 
seven ounces of borax to two quarts of 
hot water. Stir until the solution is clear. 
Of course it can only be used on mate- 
rials that can be dipped in water and the 
treatment has to be repeated within a 
year.

Men 
9s Tastes Are Changing 


Dallas, Tex. — Wives who take their 


husbands for granted not only demon- 
strate their "built-in opinions" on the 
subject, but also make Christmas shop- 
ping more difficult. 


This Is the view of Edward Marcus a 


department store executive here. Mr. 
Marcus asserts that when a wife thinks 
she "knows her husband too well," she 
believes there's nothing he wants and 
therefore "there's nothing she can get 
him as a gift." Yet when women begin to 
acknowledge that masculine tastes are 
changing, he adds, they'll find their 
Christmas shopping will "go much eas- 
ier.""Years ago," Mr. Marcus declares, "it 
was an awful lot harder to shop for 
men," but today they're beginning to 
acquire "new plumage." This doesn't 
necessarily mean, ho says, that a man 
will want to "go way out," but that he 
does like to have "something that's a 
little bit different." In his choice of cloth- 
ing, for example, he may want colors 
that are a little brighter, and look for 
fabrics with much more pattern. 


MR. MARCUS ILLUSTRATES this 


change In masculine taste by pointing 
out that once a man "had one pair of 
cuff links left to him by his grandfather, 
or maybe given to him by his mother. . . 
and he never wanted another pair." This 
kind of sentimentality has declined some- 
what, he notes, and men today "want a 
little more dash. 
. a little more novel- 


ty," 


Another significant change is the fact 


that men are now using cosmetics such 
as cologne and skin firmers — and even 
wigs. "When I was a young man," Ed- 
ward Marcus recalls, "you were a sissy 
to wear any kind of cologne. But cologne 
is something that almost every man 
wears today." 


According to Mr. Marcus, his own wife 


doesn't seem to have a "built-in opinion" 
about his preferences.'When he recently 
gave her a list of gift ideas for his birth- 
day, he says, "she didn't happen to 
agree about any of them and bought me 
something completely different." For one 
thing, she gave him a "darkish bright- 
red" robe, which he explains he would 
never have thought of getting for him- 
self. He'd been wearing a blue iilk robe 
for several years, and although he had 
never considered a red one, he declares, 
"I like it. I'm crazy about it." The un- 
usual things a man likes now. Mr. Mar- 
cus concludes, "may sometimes just 
come in a different color." 


THE NEIMAN-MARCUS department 


store in Dallas, which Edward Marcus 
heads, is known for its unusual Christ- 
mas gift catalogue. This year's version 
features — for the hedonist — a 24 hour 
pleasure cruise on the blue Caribbean 
that can accommodate some 600 people. 
It costs $3,500. For the pessimist, it of- 
fers — for more than half-a-million dol- 
lars — a completely fitted out Noah's 
Ark including a French chef, Swedish 
masseur and German hair stylist, not to 


mention a wide variety of animals. The 
ark will require a four-year waiting peri- 
od to be built and stocked. 


And for the optimist, Neiman-Marcus 


can provide a live oak tree, two feet high 
and ready for immediate delivery, at $10. 
According to the catalogue, with proper 
care the tree "could grow to 30 feet or 
more and make a wonderful treehouse 
for one's great-grandchildren." 


Haeger Potteries hundredth year ob- 


servance will begin tomorrow (Dec. 11) 
when Haeger employes and representa- 
tives will gather for a preview of the 
Dundee, 111., potteries creative'collection 
for 1971. 


Gov. Richard Ogilvie will be the fea- 


tured speaker at the curtain-raiser din- 
ner of the 100-year old-pottery which was 
founded by David Haeger. Haeger's first 
product was bricks made from the native 
Fox River clay which were used exten- 
sively by builders throughout the Chi- 
cago area.

Two 
years later, he created Haeger's first 
piece of glazed ware, a bud vase.

It may 
sound bizarre, but thanks to advance- 
ments in the textiles and clothing In- 
dustry, such fashions will be available 
sooner than you expect. 


The secret of stitchless garments lies 


in the new ultrasonic sewing machine 
that sews fabrics together with high fre- 
quency vibrations, explains" Marjorie 
Sohn, University of Illinois Extension 
textiles and clothing specialist. 


The new machine can be used on film 


material and woven or nonwoven fabrics 
made of synthetics, such as nylon, poly- 
ester, modacrylic, vinyl or most syn- 
thetjc blends that have no more than 35 
per cent natural fibers, 


THE VIBRATIONS from the machine 


generate friction and heat so that the 
synthetic fibers melt at the point of con- 
tact and "weld" to a second, underlying 
fabric. The process makes It possible to 
do everything from trim, slit or fuse a 
hem to pleat and even make button- 
holes. 


The ultrasonic seams are reportedly as 


strong as the stitched type, and sewing 
costs are lower. Presently, ultrasonic 
machines are available only to apparel 
manufacturers.

Can You Avoid Draft? Check Number 


Young men holding student or other 


deferments whoso draft lottery numbers 
nre 195 or higher will hnve a better 
chimcc of avoiding the draft if they nsk 
for roclnssifleation before the end of this 
yonr. 


According to William Jacobs, govern- 


ment nppenls ngent for Selective Service 
Board 101, which covers many Northwest 
suburban communities, several thousand 
area men with deferments and liig'n num- 
bers will be thrown into next year's lotte- 
ry pool If they don't request l-A classifi- 
cation by Dec. 31. 


Draft boards are almost certain not to 


call anyone with a number higher than 
195 this year, Jacobs said, and men with- 
out deferments who are not called most 
likely will never be drafted. 


However, men with deferments will be 


put in the eligible pool the year their de- 
ferments run out, and will be called up 
by their original lottery number, if draft 
boards go as high as their number that 
year, Jacobs said. 


TO AVOID being thrown into the eli- 


gible pool in some future year when 
draft calls could possibly reach higher 


nunbers than the estimated 195 for 1970. 
men with numbers higher than 195 this 
year who hold deferments should ask for 
reclassification, said Jacobs, a Des 
Plaines attorney. 


"If someone has a number less than 


195, it would not be advisable generally 
to request such a reclassification," he 
. said. 


"Under the present lottery system, if 


you have a number like 175 and you have 
a 2-S (student deferment) running out 
next year, your number will be placed at 
the same point as the people who have 


175 in the 1971 lottery. If they don't go 
that high next year, you won't be 
called," said Jacobs. 


On the other hand, he explained, a 


man with a lottery number of 200, for 
example, who has a deferment running 
out next year and does not ask for re- 
classification before Dec. 31, will be put 
in next year's pool at the same point as 
other eligible men with the number 200. 


IP THE LOTTERY reaches 200 next 


year, he will most likely be drafted, Ja- 
cobs said, but if he had asked to be re- 
classified to l-A before Dec. 31, J970, he 


would have been put in the 1970 pOi>I and 
most likely not have been called, assum- 
ing this year's lottery does not go higher 
than expected. 


Draft registrants can be reclassified by 


writing a letter to their local draft 
boards, asking for l-A classification, said 
Jacobs. 


According to Jacob.?, the Selective Ser- 


vice System recently ruled "that any 
registrant who has a classification other 
than l*a may request classification to 
l-A status if their lottery number has not 
been reached during the same year they 
received the lottery number."

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Social Work Plan Readied 


by MARY RE1FSCHNEIDER 


A social service unit of seven profes- 


sionals will begin work with the Schoum- 
burg Police Department in March on a 
two year experimental program. 


The new unit will work primarily with 


juveniles who are in trouble and also 
provide short term crisis help. 


The program is funded by the Illinois 


Law Enforcement Commission, with the 
village providing 40 per cent or about 
$26,000 a year to pay for the costs, Mayor 
Robert 0. Atchcr said at Tuesday's 
board meeting. 


Harvey Treger of the University of Illi- 


nois will direct the program. He told 
trustees the staff will also include two 
experienced social workers who have 
master's degrees and four graduate stu- 
dents who are Instructors working on 
master's degrees at the University of Illi- 
nois and a secretary. The program will 
begin with the two experienced workers. 


The professional social workers will be 


called in by police in cases involving 
nonviolent misdemeanors committed by 
cither juveniles or adults, Treger said. 


"GENERALLY these people will work 


with young people. The biggest decision 
will be which youngsters to work with. 
Some Schatimourg youngsters get in 
trouble elsewhere and some of the youths 
arrested in Schaumburg come from other 
places," Atcher said. 


Computerized records will be kept on 


all the cases and progress reports will be 
mnde to the village board every two 
months, Treger said. 


Types of cases the social unit will be 


called In on in addition to juvenile delin- 
quency are drug abuse, runaways, men- 
tal 
health, 
family 
disturbances, at- 


tempted suicides and other crisis situ- 
ations. Police Chief Martin Conroy said. 


Conroy said not all juvenile cases will 


automatically be funneled through the 
social workers. Juveniles involved in fel- 
onies, such as serious robberies or bur- 
glaries, . would probably go to family 
court, Conroy said. 


He anticipates that first time juvenile 


offenders, where a station adjustment is 
normally mnde, will be the ones referred 
to the social workers. 


TRUSTEE GORDON Mullins said the 


program "supplements police work and 
frees policemen" to do law enforcement 
work Instead of social work. He said it 
will bo nn adjunct to the use of police 
consultants in the local Dist. 211 high 
schools. 


The three year program started last 


July in Wheaton. Schaumburg will be the 
only other community in the state to par- 
ticipate in the pilot program. 


Three Schaumburg trustees and Con- 


roy visited the Wheaton police depart- 
ment and were favorably impressed with 
the programs progress there. The social 
workers have been called in on 35 cases. 


The program has $370,328 in funds 


from the state. 


CONROY WILL serve on the advisory 


board of the professional-technical team 
supervising the program with the ILEC. 
He said at a later date, a citizens adviso- 
ry group is expected to be formed. 


"In my 26 years as a law enforcement 


officer, I've found that 35 to 40 per cent 
of the work is dealing in social work. Yet 
most policemen don't have degrees in 
that field. I feel there is a great need for 
this type of program in the community. 
Eyes across the nation will be upon this 


program," Conroy'said. 


The social workers team will be of 


benefit particularly to the youth officer, 
Conroy said. Juvenile cases have grown 
from 69 in 1967 to 196 in 1969, Conroy 
said. 


"There are many areas where a social 


worker program can do a lot for the 
community. I hope Schaumburg can 
make history with this program," Con- 
roy said.

Firemen Give Tips For Safe Christmas

Christmas "Is the time of year that al- 


ways scares mo to death," says Carl 
Seiko, Hoffman Estates fire chief. 


While other persona may have prc- 


Christmas apprehensions over 
traffic 


jams, the shopper crush, and whether 
Susie will bo happy with her new hair 
drier, Chief Solkc in concerned with po- 
tential loss of property or life from fire. 
Christmas can be an especially hazard- 
ous time of year with Increased opportu- 
nities for fire, 


Both Seiko and Lloyd Abrahamson, 


Schaumburg fire chief, offer residents of 
Schaumburg Township tips in making 
tholr homos more fire-safe in a season 
not Intended for tragedy. 


"Dry Christmas trees always are a 


bugaboo," says Abrahamson, and he rec- 
ommends using tree stands with water 
receptacles to help keep the greenery 
fresh. One practice he says should not be 
forgotten is trimming at least an inch 
from the bottom of the tree trunk, where 
wood has sealed a natural barrier to wa- 
ter. 


SELKE ADDS A caution to control the 


urge to put up a tree early in the season. 
A few days delay in bringing a real tree 
to warmer indoor temperatures can 
mean pine needles are fresher arid safer 
during the holidays. When the tree does 
come inside, says Selke, cool spots away 
from heating units cut down on the dry. 
ing out process. 


Some tree sellers provide a fire- 


proofing service on the premises. Both 


chiefs urge use of the service, although 
there generally is an additional charge. 


Christmas tree lights, both indoor and 


outdoor, are another area for caution, 
say both fire chiefs. Frayed wires or 
faulty connections are hazardous, and 
the smart homeowner will discard light 
strings with either problem in evidence. 


Spotlights can make an artificial tree 


shimmer with beauty, but the spot should 
be placed so that it is not touching nee- 
dles. No lights should be connected ,to a 
metal tree, warns Selke, where frayed 
cords could expose current-bearing wire 
for potential electrocution, 


A good rule of thumb in purchasing 


new lights is checking to be sure they 
are Underwriters Laboratories approved, 
says Abrahamson. 


AFTER CHRISTMAS, say the chiefs, 


common sense dictates early removal of 
the tree and its accompanying dangers. 


Not all holiday fire hazards are con- 


nected to the tree itself. Abrahamson 
urges earl yremoval of all wrappings 
and cartons from the home, after pack- 
ages are unwrapped. The paper could be 
a likely spot for a fire. 


Decorator candles are becoming more 


and more popular for adding Christmas 
cheer in the hornet Candles should be 
kept out of reach of children. The candle 
base should be non-flammable and non- 
heat conductive, says Abrahamson. 


Both Abrahamson and Selke warn 


against leaving candles or tree lights of 
any kind burning unattended, 


"Put them out when you leave your 


home or go to bed for the night," they 
say. 


And Abrahamson adds a few tips he 


says are important year-round, and even 
mote so during holidays. 


BE AWARE OF all exits from your 


home, says Abrahamson, and know the 
access routes from any room in the 
building. He recommends each family 
practice a' home fire drill. Children with 
upstairs bedrooms should know when to 
exit through a window and when to use 
the stairs, he says. 


Each family should invest in fire ex- 


tinguishers for strategic placement in the 
home, he says, or barring this, always 
keep a bucket of water on hand. 


Also, says Abrahamson, each member 


of the family should know the fire de- 
partment telephone number, and the 
number should be posted by the phone.

Many of the applicants had been laid 


off from industrial jobs, or were unable 
to locate jobs after college graduation, 
says Ruble. They were tlic overflow from 
tightening finances in business. 


Because the district's hiring policy 


.shows preference for persons with educa- 
tion degrees and experience, no appli- 
cants who trained for and worked in in- 
dustry were hired. 


KUUI.E SAID IIF. continues to receive 


calls from teacher applicants who were 
unable to find jobs and took work in 
fields below their ability levels, as secrc- 
tnries, for example. 


The surplus of applicants allowed the 


district to bo selective in hiring. It filled 
211 jobs this year, for it total non-admin- 
istrative professional staff of 631. The 
hiring!) brought the number of male em- 
ployes, including teachers and con- 
sultants, from 105 to 120. 


Eublc said the district makes n special 


effort to hire male touchers, to have 
some men teaching in each elementary 
school 


"We feel it is helpful for children if 


they see a man in this capacity' Too of- 
ten, their only contact through the day is 
with women," says Iluble, who points out 
many children associate only with moth- 
ers and teachers until their fathers come 
home for supper. 


DIST, 5-1 's success in recruiting men of 


late results from two factors, Ruble said: 
higher teaching salaries and Increasing 
interest among men in school adminis- 
tration jobs, State certification for ad- 
ministrators requires at least two years 
leaching experience, and Dist. 54 gener- 
ally insists on at least four, says Ruble, 
Administrator hopefuls must teach be- 
fore moving up. 


Also on the rise is the district's ratio of 


staff members with advanced college de- 
grees. On the staff are 515 persons with 
bachelor's degrees, 119 with master's 
and one with n doctorate. Most signifi- 
cant about these figures is the master's 
total, 33 more than in 1969-70. Ruble says 
this is a natural outcome of a maturing 


district. Teachers are expected to contin- 
ue their own education while employed, 
and naturally build college credits to- 
ward advanced degrees. 


THE CONTINUED study benefits the 


teacher in two ways, says Ruble, im- 
proving his teaching and qualifying him 
for a higher salary. 


A number of district openings were not 


filled in time for opening day. These in- 
clude an art director, psychologists, a 
nurse and a learning centers director. All 
but the art director's job are newly 
created positions this year, and wero not 
approved by the board of education until 
July, says Ruble. The art director for- 
merly employed by the district resigned 


in July, he adds. 


Recruitment that close to school's fall 


opening b difficult, since top-notch appli- 
canls already have accepted positions. 
Rather than accept employes with which 
the district would not haev been entirely 
satisfied, says Ruble, it was decided to 
leave the positions vacant. 


Because most of the openings never 


have been filled, the vacancies do not 
cause the district any problems, says 
Ruble- Rather, he says, "if we had these 
people our problems probably could be 
improved a little more." 


One third if the district's teachers this 


year lire new employes, some with expe- 
rience and others fresh from college. The 


reason for the high percentage, says 
Ruble, is the number of new jobs created 
by district expansion. 


The high number of new persons re- 


quired the district hold "quite a bit of in- 
service training," says Ruble, but he 
added there are no real problems. The 
policy of preferring experienced person- 
nel eases the break-in for most new- 
comers, as does distributing new teach- 
ers among older employes. 


Ruble feels there are important bene- 


fils from large Wrings of new personnel. 
They bring in fresh ideas, he says, 
learned in college or at other jobs. And 


I hey bring enthusiasm, which he says 
"rubs off on older personnel."

Cabot and Brewstor lanes. 


Trustee Gordon Mulllns said a tem- 


porary measure might be draining water 
towards Brnintree by building a swale. 
"The creek can't take the water," he 
said. 


Both Mullins and Atcher said the per- 


manent solution is enlarging the creek 
through Hanover Park. 


"It isn't Schaumburg that's causing 


this problem. It's God, Hanover Park 
has created a choke system. The water 
has no place to go. But this will be cor- 


; rectcd," Atcher said. 


Hanover Park recently hired Harza 


Consulting Engineers to work on the 
problem. A local developer, 3-H Builders, 
has pledged $30,000 towards solving the 
problem and the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District has also agreed to pay for mea- 
sures to correct the problem.

properly, was a marvel in the Northwest 
suburban area. But in recent years we've 
had a growing problem," Atcher said. 


Developments in both villages have 


added more surface waters to the creek 
during rains.

tween the Bley brothers had been worked 
out over a two-year period through let- 


tors that barely hinted of escape. 


Roadlng like a script from the tele- 


vision show "Mission: Impossible," the 
Dleys executed an escape that ovon the 
producers of the show wou^d marvel at. 
It went like this: 


Erich had been in the Florida Keys 


area for several days prior to the ship's 
arrival, spending mnny hours flying 
overhead waiting to spot the ship. 


Something went wrong and 
Erich 


missed spotting the ship until he saw it 
from his motel window Friday morning. 
The chartered boat Erich was supposed 
to use was now too far away. 


Bley and Robert Lowe, a charter-boat

Ranke and his corporation admit that 


they are considering a huge hotel (2,500 
rooms) to accommodate visitors and con- 
ventioneers but a contract may have to 
be negotiated with a big hotel franchise. 


IF THE CONVENTION 
complex 


should become a reality, the only avail- 
able property to house the project would 
be in northern Wood Dale which is zoned 
commercial and industrial, 


"This could be the greatest thing to 


happen to Wood Dale," the mayor said.

their opinions of the project. His report 
should be a part of tonight's testimony.

peals meetings held before the village 
board's action, it was apparent that 
many of the objectors were linking the 


Comm development to an adjoining pro- 
posed development by Joe Willens. 


Willen's petition was denied by both

Village Longevity Pay Plan Being Prepared 


An increased employe pay benefit 


which was part of the agreement that 
ended the Wheeling Police strike last 
summer is being drawn up now by the 
village board. 


The board has set a meeting for next 


Monday night for village employes and 
hoard members to discuss a rough draft 
of the proposed ordinance. 


The ordinance deals with longevity 


pay, It would provide additional salary 
for each five years of continuous service 
an employe gives the village. 


The original proposal was made by 


George Passolt, acting village manager. 
It called for the pay Increase to be paid 


in biweekly increments, as part of em- 
ployes' paychecks. 


However, Wheeling policemen, repre- 


sented by the Cook County Police Associ- 
ation (CCPA), wanted the entire in-' 
crease to b'e paid in a single sum, prefer- 
ably in January. 


A modified version of Fassolt's plan, 


which includes the single payment plan 
r a t h e r 
than 
biweekly 
increments 


throughout the year, is being circulated 
to village department heads and employ- 
es this week, 


THE PROGRAM, as agreed to in last 


summer's negotiations, would apply to 
all village employes including depart- 
ment heads. 


It would pay employes a bonus of 2% 


per cent of the base salary for the pre- 
vious year for five to 10 years service 
with the village. 


Employes who had served for from 10 


to 15 years would receive a '5 per cent 
bonus, and employes who have worked 
for from 15 to 20 years would receive a 
7M> per cent bonus. 


Any employe working for 20 or more 


years would receive a 10 per cent bonus. 
. The longevity pay would be in addition 


,to other raises received by an employe, 
as he progressed on the village's pay 
scale. 


The bonus would be paid on or before 


Jan. 15 of each year, the rough draft sug- 


Passolt estimated that the program 


will affect between 15 and 20 of the cur- 
rent village employes. He said he could 
not estimate yet how much the program 
will cost. 


ANOTHER PORTION of the proposed 


ordinance explains ,that the number of 
years an employe has toward the longev- 
ity bonuses will be determined as of Dec. 
31 of the year prior to payment, 


Any employe whose employment is ter- 


minated for any reason prior to Dec, 31 
would forfeit right to longevity pay for 
that year, since the pay plan is a reward 


for continuous village employment, the 
ordinance says. 


However, the policy applying to breaks 


in employment will only apply to termi- 
nations occurring after Dec. 31,1970. 


The ordinance also specifies that the 


longevity bonus will be computed on an 
employes' base pay, excluding overtime 
pay.

He said the 
gun remained on the table throughout the 
argument imd caused him to be in fear 
of hi.s life 


Frost continued that he wei»t to a bed- 


room, got a .shotgun and returned to the 
kitchen with the weapon hidden behind 
hi.s hack. He said that as Brcmer was 
leaving Bie.mer tinned and fired. Frost 
said he then returned the fire with a 
single shot fiom the double-barreled 
bhotgun Frost's story was corroborated 
l>y his fathei, who was present at the 
time 


BHEMI'H TETIHED he had no gun 


and did not fire at Frost His story was 
corroborated by a friend, Delbert Hunt, 


who was also present during the incident. 


Arlington Heights police testified that 


although they found evidence thai a shot- 
gun had been fired, they could find no 
indication that any other gun had been 
fired. 


The testifying officers also said that 


when Bremer was arrested minutes after 
the shooting, he offered to let police 
search his home and offered to take any 
test to determine if he had fired a gun 


After hearing the evidence, Bakakos 


found Bremer guilty of aggravated as- 
sault and Frost innocent. Bakakos said, 
"I simply do not believe these men (Bre- 
mer and Hunt).

tween the Bley brothers had been worked 
out over n two-year period through let- 


ters that barely hinted of escape. 


Reading like a script from the tele- 


vision show "Mission: Impossible," the 
Bleys executed an u:cape that even the 
producers of the show would marvel at. 
It went like this: 


Erich had been In the Florida Keys 


area for several days prior to the ship's 
arrival, spending many hours flying 
overhead waiting to spot the ship. 


Something went wrong and Erich 


missed spotting the ship until he saw it 
from his motel window Friday morning. 
The chartered boat Erich was supposed 
to use was now too far away. 


Bley and Robert Lowe, a charter-boat 


captain, practically had to steal another 
boat from a couple at Big Pine Key with 
Erich pleading, "It's a matter of life and 
death." 


"SHE 
CALLED the sheriff," said Er- 


ich, retelling the story of the rescue. Er- 
ich and Lowe took the boat. Battling six- 
foot waves they made their way to the 
ship, the Volker F. Freundschafter. 


The signal to jump into the ocean 


which the ship's crew said was shark- 
infested, was given from an airplane pi- 
loted by a friend. 


Karl was in the water less than a min- 


ute before he was aboard the boat. The 
others, who unexpectedly followed, were 
also pulled aboard.

It's A Matter Of Taste 


Immorality in films is a matter of 


tiisto, according to two movie experts 
who spoke at Maine South High School in 
Park Ridge Tuesday night. 


The Rev. James McKendree Wall and 


movie critic Roger Ebert spoke to a 
Maine Adult Evening School audience 
about "The New Immorality in Films." 


"As soon as nudity, obscenities or four 


letter words come on the screen," said 
Wall, editor of the Christian Advocate, 
"they are automatically regarded by 
some people as Immoral. But we 
shouldn't be concerned with the material 
in the film as it is alone, but rather with 
the entire vision projected by the film." 


REV, WALL, who serves on the film 


awards panel for the National Council of 
Churches Broadcasting and Film Com- 
mission, assigned each year to nominate 
films 
for 
the 
National Council of 


Churches awards, spoke at a lecture 
sponsored by the Forest Hospital Foun- 
dation and Maine Adult Evening School. 


According to Wall, the type of material 


which disturbs people in film Is relative. 
"It depends on the mores of the day," he 
said. Rev. Wall told the audience that a 
movie made in the late 1890's called 
"The Kiss" brought cries of outrage be- 
cause the movie showed two people kis- 
sing which at that time was considered 
immoral In films. 


Wall called today's sex movies "audio 


visual aids" which just reproduce sexual 
clinical behavior. "There is no in- 
volvement In these films," he said. 


Wall added that the public does want 


sex in the films they see but they want it 


without responsibility or joy. 


Ebert, motion picture critic for the 


Chicago Sun-Times and author of his own 
film, "Beyond the Valley of the Dolls," 
agreed that people should make the dis- 
tinction between what a film is about and 
what it is, "A film should be judged for 
what it means in terms of its relation to 
society," he said. 


EBERT SAID the changes in what has 


been accepted on film have come slower 
than those changes allowed in print. 
"For instance," he said, "you could 
never show nudity or adultery in a film. 
You could only hint at it. Movies have 
lagged in change behind books probably 
because movies are more 
realistic. 


They're more influential. Censors feel 
that movies have more capacity to do 
harm." 


Ebert said he thinks conclusions drown 


by the President's Commission on Por- 
nography, that pornography may even be 
good for the public, are correct. "Por- 
nography may help people take the 
voodoo out of sex and put sex in the 
realm of reality where it can be en- 
joyed." 


Ebert told the audience he may be a 


good example of the Commission's stud- 
ies. "I actually find that after seeing so 
many skin flicks I can never enjoy one 
anymore." 


Ebert also talked about his movie "Be- 


yond the Valley of the Dolls," which has 
been classified by many other critics as 
a skin flick. Ebert said his movie was 
intended as a parody on sex and violence 
type films but that it has been misunder- 
stood by the public.

"I CAN'T COMPLAIN," he said. "The 


opportunity is here." Erich arrived in 
the United States in 1961, having been 
sponsored by Fred Schneider of Wood 
Dale. 


The Bleys have two older brothers and 


their mother living in East Germany. 
Neither one of them knew about the es- 
cape plans, said Erich, explaining that 
they are now probably being questioned 
by authorities. 


"It's easier on them that they don't 


know anything," he said, adding that 
they probably heard about the escape 
over West German television and radio. 


Describing life under Communism, Er- 


ich said: 


"You don't starve but there is no politi- 


cal freedom. In order to get ahead you 
must look good to the party. You have to 
be good along their lines," 


He said that Karl has told him how 


much more calm people behave over 
here while in East Germany they are 
tense. 


"There's no initiative there," he said. 


"Everything is government controlled 
and has no spirit in it.

Young men holding student or other 


deferments whose dnift lottery numbers 
ore 11)5 or higher will have a better 
chance of avoiding the draft if they ask 
for rcclnsslfication before the end of this 
yunr 


According to William Jacobs, govern- 


ment appeals agent for Selective Service 
Board 101, which covers many Northwest 
suburban communities, several thousand 
oron mon with deferments and high num- 
bers will be thrown into next year's lotte- 
ry pool if they don't request 1-A classifi- 
cation by Dec. 31. 


Draft boards are almost certain not to 


call anyone with a number higher than 
195 this year, Jacobs said, and men with- 
out dcfciments who are not called most 
likely will never be drafted. 


However, men with deferments will be 


put in the eligible pool the year their de- 
ferments run out, and will be called up 
by their original lottery number, if draft 
boards go as high as their number that 
year, Jacobs said.

draft calls could possibly reach higher

Nuns Quit Teaching At St. Joseph School 
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This Sisters of Mercy who now staff St 


Joseph the Worker School in Wheeling 
will not each there during the next 
school year 


The announcement by the school board 


for the Chicago Archdiocese leaves in 
doubt the question of'whether the school 
can operate during 1971-72. 


Currently five sisters and eight lay 


teachers aro conducting classes at Uic 
school. The departure of the sisters will 
moan that the school must be staffed en- 
tirely by lay people if the school is to 
operate. 


"Wo have seen this coming," St, Jo- 


seph principal Sister Jean Schuite said 
yesterday. "The Sisters of Mercy have a 
critical shortage of personnel, but we 
have been trying to serve 33 schools in 
the Chicago area. We will have to with- 
draw as a group from some schools next 
year if we want to continue to serve oth- 
ers, Otherwise we would be spreud too 
thin." 


ST. JOSEPH IS one of 10 elementary 


schools in the Chicago area that will no 
longer be served by the sisters next 
year. 


Sister Jean said the archdiocesan 


school board is deliberating on whether 
to keep St Joseph open next year with a 
faculty of lay people. Such a faculty 
would be more expensive, she explained, 
because each lay teacher must be paid a 
salary, while sisters are not. 


"We have had a financial crisis at St 


Joseph for the past three years," Sister 
Jean said. "We have a $486,000 debt on 
the school building. Last year the deficit 
for teachers salaries was $85,000 and we 
estimate that it will be $75,000 tills year. 
The school board has been deliberating 
as to whether we can continue." 


Sister Jean said she does not know 


when a decision on the fate of the school 
will be reached by the archdiocese. 


The principal, who has been associated 


with the school for six years, said the 
parents of St. Joseph children are aware 
of the problem. 


"THE PARENTS see the facts and 


recognize that this is a real problem," 
she said. 


Enrollment at St. Jospeh has been 


declining steadily in the past few years, 
while tuition has been rising. Two years

Another lefeiendum in School Dist. 23 


on Fob. G, 1571 will be recommended by 
Supt Edward Grodsky at a school board 
meeting Dec. 14 If the proposal is ap- 
proved by the school board, the referen- 
dum will include proposals for two tax 
hikes and a specialty tax levy. 


The three requests proposed by 


Grodsky for the referendum were de- 
feated in a referendum In October. In the 
same referendum voters approved a 
bond sale of $1.2 million by a 7 to 5 mar- 
gin, '•'he bond sale will result in no tax 
increase for district residents. 


In the three unsuccessful proposals the 


school district had asked for a hike in the 


education fund tax from $160 per $100 
assessed valuation to $1.85. And the dis- 
trict proposed a hike of 12 '/a cents in the 
building fund tax, raising it to 37 
1/n cents 


per $100 assessed valuation. 


THE FINAL ITEM in the referendum 


proposed a special tax levy that would 
pay off an interest-free building loan 
from the State of Illinois. The loan would 
be used for construction of a new school 
in Arlington Heights 


The October referendum was the dis- 


trict's fourth attempt to secure a tax 
hike since voters approved an increase in 
the education fund tax in 1964. All four 
attempts have failed 


Grodsky said the district should make 


a fifth attempt in February because, 
"the voting was not a clear-cut represen- 
tation of the community's feelings. I 
think we should offer the voters another 
opportunity to show their feelings." 


Of the total of 1,364 votes cast in the 


October referendum, the education fund 
tax increase proposal lost by 37 votes. 
The proposed building fund tax increase 
was defeated by 45 votes. 


"The special levy for the new school 


was defeated by only three votes," said 
Grodsky.

The faster we do it, the more 
money we make," added Waltrip.

Rap Book Borrowing Plan 
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The Arlington Heights Memorial Li- 


brary Board Tuesday night discussed the 
possibility of withdrawing from 
the 


North Suburban Library System (NSLS) 
to avoid reciprocal borrowing with other 
libraries. 


Members of the board, discussing a 


preliminary report drawn up by a com- 
mittee of librarians in the system, said 
they would oppose reciprocal borrowing 
unless libraries received payment for 
their services. 


Reciprocal borrowing would allow per- 


sons with library cards at any library 
with a membership In the NSLS to check 
books out of any other library in the sys- 
tem directly. The NSLS is required to 
have reciprocal borrowing among its 31 
members, including all libraries in the 
Northwest suburbs, by July 1, 1971, 


Board members said they opposed 


such an arrangement unless libraries 
which attracted many users were reim- 
bursed. Because the Arlington Heights li- 
brary Is better equipped than many In 
surrounding communities, as many as 
five or six thousand non-residents might 
borrow books from the library, executive 
librarian Harold Ard said, 


BOARD MEMBER Roland Ley said, 


"It scorns ridiculous that the Arlington 
Heights taxpayers should shore the facil- 
ities they paid for with everyone without 
uny Incentive for other libraries to build 
up their collections." 


Attorney for the board R, Marlond 


Smith said the library had several al- 
ternatives short of withdrawing from the 
system which, he said, "has always been 
considered a fairly drastic stop," 


The library will work for some system 


of reimbursement in any reciprocal bor- 


rowing plan, board President Mrs. Rob- 
ert Wallace said. She was recently elect- 
ed to the board of directors of the NSLS. 


Ard said many of the larger libraries 


in the system, including Skokie and 
Evanston, object to reciprocal borrowing 
with reimbursement. 


If the Arlington Heights Library with- 


drew from the system it would lose the 
collection of educational books it is pur- 
chasing with system funds, Ard said. The 
library has more than 500 books in the 
collection now, all owned by the NSLS.

nrc 105 or higher will have a better 
chnnco of avoiding the draft if they ask 
for rcdnssillcntlon before the end of this 
year. 


According to Willinm Jacobs, govern- 


ment appeals agent for Selective Service 
Board 101, which covers many Northwest 
suburban communities, several thousand 
area men with deferments and high num- 
bers will be thrown into next year's lotte- 
ry pool if they don't request 1-A classifi- 
cation by Dec. 31. 


Draft boards are almost certain not to 


call anyone with a number higher than 
195 this year, Jacobs said, and men with- 
out deferments who are not called most 
likely will never be drafted. 


However, men with deferments will be 


put in the eligible pool the year their de- 
ferments run out, and will be called up 
by their original lottery number, if draft 
boards go as high as their number that 
year, Jacobs said.

than expected. 


Draft registrants can be reclassified by 


writing a letter to their local draft 
boards, asking for 1-A classification, said 
Jacobs.

This limit may be extended in any 


area in which regional postal directors 
can find transportation for these types of 
mail which consist largely of news- 
papers, magazines, advertisements and 
parcel post. 


The Post Office will only accept fourth 


class packages if they do not exceed 36 
inches in length, 60 inches In combined 
length and girth and 40 pounds in weight. 


Officials suggested that emergency 


shipments, such as drugs, be sent first 
class. 


The Poat Office will continue to accept 


"SAM" 
packages intended for service- 


men overseas as long as they do not 
weigh more than five pounds. 


AT THAT TIME the engineers pro- 


posed that $454,000 worth of storm and 
sanitary sewers, as well as a retention 
basin, be installed to cut back drainage 
problems in the floodplain area.

opment of Klefstad Industrial Park, at 
the southeastern corner of the area, has 
added to the problem. 


Village officials have been prompted 


by these developments to investigate an- 
other plan to relieve the area of flooding 
conditions. 


JOHN L. MOODIE, village board pres- 


ident, said he has seen this same issue 
"pop up" for the last ten years, adding, 
"either this project is needed or it is not, 
but I don't want to keep hearing about .it 
every spring."

Moodie added that homeowners should

A subcommittee of the Chicago Council 


of Lawyers has-started an investigation 
into a circuit court magistrate's ruling 
which convicted a former 
Arlington 


Heights resident of aggravated assault. 


The investigation will deal with the 


conviction of Frank S. Bremer, 38, for- 
merly of 1200 N. Illinois Ave. Bremer 
was found guilty in the Arlington Heights 
branch of the Circuit Court of Cook Coun- 
ty by Magistrate Peter Bakakos. 


Arthur Baum, chairman of the coun- 


cil's judiciary committee, said the coun- 
cil's subcommittee on complaints on sit- 
ting judges will Investigate the matter. 
Baum said the council received a com- 
plaint from Bremor's wife. 


TIIEHE WEKE TWO defendants in the 


case in which Bromer was found guilty, 
Bremer and Richard Frost, of 1302 N. 
Illinois Avo., Arlington Heights, had filed 
cross complaints. 


Both men wore arrested by Arlington 


Heights police Oct. 13, minutes after a 
shooting incident which occurred in 
Frost's home. 
i 


Frost and Bremer agreed hi court Dec. 


4 that they had quarreled in the kitchen 
of Frost's home prior to the shooting. 
From that point their stories differed. 


Frost testified that Bremer had en- 


tered the home with a blue-steel revolver 
and placed it on the table. He said the 
gun remained on the table throughout the 
argument and caused him to be in fear 
of his, life. 


Frost continued that he went to a bed- 


room, got a shotgun and returned to the 
kitchen with the weapon hidden behind 
his back. He said that as Bremer was 
leaving Bremer turned and fired. Frost 
said he then returned the fire with a 
single shot from the double-barreled 
shotgun. Frost's story was corroborated 
by his father, who was present at the 
time. 


BREMER TESTIFIED he had no gun 


and did not fire at Frost. His story was 
corroborated by a friend, Delbert Hunt, 
who was also present during the Incident. 


Arlington Heights police testified that 


although they found evidence that a shot- 
gun had been fired, they could find no 


indication that any other gun had been 
fired. 


The testifying officers also said that 


when Bremer was arrested minutes after 
the shooting, he offered to let police 
search his home and offered to take any 
test to determine if he had fired a gun. 


After hearing the evidence, Bakakos 


found Bremer guilty of aggravated as- 
sault and Frost innocent. Bakakos said, 
"I simply do not believe these men (Bro- 
mer and Hunt). I simply do not believe 
they ore telling the truth." 


BAUM SAID yesterday the subcom- 


mittee will first read the transcript of the 
trial and then interview as many people 
as possible who were in attendance at 
the trial before forming an opinion. 


Baum, who noted that the subcom- 


mittee is prepared to act on complaints 
on judges from any source, said that if 
the subcommittee agrees the conduct of 
the judge was "reprehensible" two 
courses of action could be followed, 


The first would be to file a direct com- 


plaint with John S. Boyle, chief judge of 
the circuit court. Baum explained that aa 


the administrative head of the court 
Boyle could take punitive action, but 
could not change the magistrates ruling. 


BAUM SAID the second alternative 


would be for the complaining party to 
file his complaint with the Illinois Courts 
Commission. 


If the commission were to find a judge 


guilty under this formal procedure, 
Baum said, it would be possible for the 
judge to be suspended or dismissed. 


Bremer is scheduled to be sentenced 


by Bakakos Jan. 21 following a pre- 
sentence investigation. 


Prior to the November elections the 


council of lawyers Issued a report con- 
demning 25 Democratic judicial candi- 
dates as "an out and out disgrace," and 
said the 25 Republican candidates were 
not much better. 


The council, an association of about 850 


attorneys, called three Republican candi- 
dates — one of whom was Bakakos — 
"extremely unqualified to hold any judi- 
cial post," 


Bakakos was defeated in the election in 


his attempt to win a full judgeship in the 
circuit court.

No trains nro running anywhere today.

sands of comnuitcrs as they scrambled 
for other transportation to work this 
morning. 


Expressways to Chicago ore choked 


with twice the number of vehicles this 
morning, slowing traffic as it snakes its 
wny to the city, causing many commu- 
ters to bo late getting to work, if they 
arrive at all 


Emergency legislation to block the 


walkout wns passed by Congress yester- 
day, but union members of the striking 
Brotherhood of Railway Clerks have de- 
fied it 


The emergency bill called for a strike 


ban until March 1, to extend negotiations 
between the railway lines and the clerks 
union and ptovided an interim pay raise 
for the rebellious workers 


OFFICIALS OF THE clerks union 


warned yesterday that unless a tempora- 
ry pay inciease provision was amended 
to a bill passed earlier by the House 


C o m m e r c e Committee, they would 
strike. 


But C L Dennis, president of the 


clerks union, said even if the provision 
was passed, it was no guarantee the rail 
system would not shut down. 


Tom Smith, a spokesman for the Chi- 


cago and North Western Ry., said this is 
the first national rail strike in more than 
20 years. 


He said the CNW suffered its last 


strike in 1962, although there have been 
several strike threats since then.

deadline 


Wednesday, Smith told the Herald: 


"If all the trains are shut down in Chi- 


cago, the effect will be crippling. Ex- 
pressways will be extremely crowded. 
Our economy will be paralyzed. I hope it 
doesn't come to that. 


"Our biggest line runs out to the 


Northwest suburbs where we have 21,000 
daily riders. 


"If the strike isn't averted, we'll have 


to guard our equipment and shut down 
all train service. 


"We haven't had directives from the 


government yet, regarding troop oper- 


ation of the trains. Before that can oc- 
cur, three things must happen. 


"First, Congress has to pass a bill out- 


lawing the strike. Second, the clerks 
union has to disregard that bill. And 
third, local union members have to walk- 
out, illegally crippling the railway net- 
work across the country. 


DIANE CURRY, a spokesman for the 


striking Brotherhood of Railway and Air- 
line Clerks, headquartered in Rosemont, 
said Wednesday: 


"The likelihood for a strike here is 


very high. We plan to walkout at mid- 


night unless something happens to alter 
the picture. 


"Union members here are very mili- 


tant and will probably stage a wildcat 
strike regardless of what top union offi- 
cials say, even if their demands for to- 
creased pay are met. 


The pay boost passed by Congress will 


remain in effect until the strike morato- 
rium period expires March 1. 


THE STRIKE IS expected to shut down 


much of the country's heavy industry, 
disrupt Christmas mail and lead to short- 
ages of consumer goods.

Council To Increase 
City Water Charge 


Rolling Meadows has taken the first 


step to expand the city water system. 


The city council has approved an in- 


crease in city water rates that will bring 
$120,000 in surplus revenue to the city 
each year. According to Aid. Stephen J. 
Eberhard, chairman of the streets, alleys 
and utilities committee, the funds will be 
used to eventually acquire water from 
Lake Michigan. 


The city council voted unanimously 


Tuesday night to adopt an ordinance that 
will increase water rates for industry 
and multi-family dwellings in the city. 


THE NEW ordinance makes water 


rates 63 cents per thousand gallons of 
water used. Previously industrial and 


commercial concerns had been given re- 
duced rates as the amount of water use 
increased. 


According to Eberhard, acquisition of 


water from Chicago is inevitable. 


We now have an ample supply of water 


from our four wells, but the water table 
is lowering, as surrounding municipal- 
ities drill wells, Eberhard said. 


A fifth city well is now being drilled, 


but Eberhard estimated that in about ten 
years the city will need to supplement its 
supply with Chicago water. 


EBERHARD ESTIMATED the cost of 


acquiring Chicago water to be about $3 
million. Eberhard said the city will need 
a large ground reservoir and also larger 


feeder lines to connect to Chicago lines. 


According to the city council, the an- 


nual water revenue surplus has been fall- 
ing for the past few years. Last year the 
water revenue surplus was only about 
$27,000 compared to between ?50,00 and 
$70,000 in previous years. 


Eberhard said that maintenance costs 


and all costs in general have risen. The 
rate increase was needed because of ris- 
ing costs and also for future expansion of 
the water system, according to Eber- 
hard. 


The city streets, alleys and utilities 


committee recommended to the council 
that water rates be evaluated every 
year. 


Fund Drive 'Over The Top' 


The Rolling Meadows Community Chest 


fund drive has gone well over its goal of 
$6,000, and money is still coming in. 


Funds collected up to Sunday totaled 


$6,146, with donations from the business 
section of the city yet to be turned in to 
the Community Chest committee. All 
pledges from local industries and from 
residents have been collected. 


"I'm pretty confident we'll go over 


$6,500 by the time the drive is completely 
over," Clinton Clickner, president of the 
Community Chest, said 


Much of the drive's success can be at- 


tributed to letters mailed to city resi- 
dents in mid-October at the beginning of 
the drive. Return envelopes were includ- 
ed in the mailings. Clickner estimated 
that 35 per cent of the total to be re- 


ceived came from the direct mail re- 
sponse. 


ALL MONEY COLLECTED must be 


turned in to the Metropolitan Crusade of 
Mercy by Dec 31. Clickner said that 
based on the $6,500 that will probably be 
submitted to the Metropolitan Crusade, 
almost $20,000 should be returned to the 
Rolling Meadows Community Chest for 
distribution to nine local agencies. 


Percentages have not yet been deter- 


mined as to how much of the money will 
be distributed to the various agencies. 
Clickner said that once the funds are re- 
ceived from the Metropolitan Crusade in 
January, a breakdown will be made. 


Groups designated to receive Commu- 


nity Chest funds from this year's dnve 
are: Clearbrook Center, Boy Scouts, Girl 


Scouts, Campfire Girls, the Northwest 
Mental Health Assn, Salvation Army, 
USO, Family Services and the Rolling 
Meadows Nurses Club. 


This year's successful drive contrasts 


with the 1969 drive which was almost 
$4,000 short of its goal. Organizers of the 
drive this year said much emphasis was 
placed on the business and industrial sec- 
tions of the city for support. 


Organizers also emphasized that all 


money collected would be- channeled 
back into the city to help the residents. 
Each of the nine agencies to receive 
funds are locally oriented. 


The progress report of the drive, which 


is in the form of a thermometer at the 
corner of Kirchoff Road and Meadow 
Drive, has been colored in completely, 
showing 100 per cent success. 


They Try To Keep Up With Student Needs

Keeping up with the immediate educa- 


tional needs of a child is a race that 
many classroom teachers often find diffi- 
cult to win 


By the time the weaknesses and 


strengths of students become apaprent to 
a teacher, it may be too late in the 
school year to do much about them other 
than simply drilling the students the rou- 
tine bookwork geared to a particular 
grade level 


For over four years, Elementary 


School Dist. 15 has operated a special 
program that provides teachers and prin- 
cipals with the opportunity to try out new 
and sometimes unique teaching methods 
almost as quickly as the need arises. ' 


Dist 15 calls it the Instructional Im- 


provement Program. It has enjoyed a 
growing budget each year since its 'be- 
ginning and teachers' response to it has 
increased each year. 


THE PROGRAM was originally de- 


vised to make use of the good and con- 
structive ideas that come from Dist, 15 
personnel, primarily the teachers, who 
have most direct contact with individual 
students, 


If a teacher sees a need for special 


instruction in a particular area, he can 
submit an application to the district of- 
fice outlining a plan for treating the 
educational need. A special committee, 
composed of three school principals and 
the district directors of curriculum and 
instruction, reviews each of the appli- 


cations received and makes a decision on 
which instructional plan may be more 
beneficial overall to the district 


Putting a special program into oper- 


ation, once approved by the committee, 
can take anywhere from a few months to 
a year, depending on the availability of 
teaching materials for the project. 


According to Mrs Lorita Langley, act- 


ing district director of instruction, 
a limit of $400 per project is set as a 
maximum cost for an idea submitted to 
the committee. With the large number of 
new plans brought before the committee, 
the $3,500 total budgeted for the entire 
program for the current school year can 
be used up quite fast. 


"WE HAD MORE applications this 


year than ever before," she said, ex- 
plaining that 37 individual plans for spe- 
cial instruction were submitted for the 
1970-1971 school year 


Right now, Dist. 15 has a total of 20 


projects in operation in the 17 schools in 
Palatine and Rolling Meadows. Putting 
these ideas into operation has already 
managed to eat up all the funds appro- 
priated for the Instructional Improve- 
ment Program, Mrs. Langley said. In 
previous years, there was enough money 
to last throughout the year for new proj- 
ects 


The important thing about the program 


is that it provides a testing ground on a 
small scale for different educational 
techniques. Rather than going through 
time-cojuuming studies before a curricu- 


lum change takes place, the district can 
begin a new project on relatively short 
notice in any school to find out, through 
actual operation, how good a program 
really is 


At the end of each school year, teach- 


ers handling the special projects and 
their school principals write an eval- 
uation of the project and its effect on the 
students. These evaluations are sent to 
the director of curriculum for consid- 
eration of their overall value to the dis- 
trict 


OFTEN THE committee decides to in- 


clude an instructional improvement proj- 
ect in the regular district curriculum 
based on its success the previous year. 


"We've had a lot of good things come 


out of the program," Mrs. Langley said. 
An Encyclopedia Britannica language 
arts program in the primary grades was 
made part of the district-wide curricu- 
lum after it proved its worth on an in- 
structional improvement project. 


Many types of audio-visual equipment 


now used throughout the district, such as 
listening centers with tape recordings, 
also began in the Instructional Improve- 
ment Program. 


Perhaps the most promising of the cur- 


rent year's crop of projects is the Action 
Map at Pleasant Hill School This map, 
which fills almost half the floor of an 
average classroom, is made of durable 
and washable plastic which can be 
jumped on, walked OH, sat on and run on. 


THIS MAP provides children with an 


introduction to linear perspective and ge- 
ographical direction. States are drawn in 
bright colors as are differentiations for 
altitude and water depth. 


Another extremely strong project in 


the district is the Distar reading and lan- 
guage development program for first 
graders at Central Road School. Empha- 
sis is placed on the development of skills 
of children with more limited ability. 


Identification of words is learned pho- 


netically through a system of what some 
teachers prefer to call "word attack " 
Vowel and consonant sounds are held up 
before a group of students in big, bold 
letters. In unison, the students almost 
shout out the sounds they see, combine 
them and form their words. 


Enthusiasm generated by the teacher 


is an extremely important part of the 
project, helping to motivate the child and 
make word identification more fun. 


One foreign child in Mrs. Sonya Dar- 


ling's first grade class entered the pro- 
gram several weeks ago without knowing 
a single word of English, The Distar pro- 
gram of reading development has car- 
ried him to the point where he can keep 
up with the rest of his classmates in oral 
assignments, making social and in- 
tellectual adjustment for him much eas- 
ier 


ANOTHER PROGRAM that places em- 


phasis in language development is the 
Scholastic Individualized Reading Pro- 
gram at Winston Churchill School. A set 
of almost 100 booklets of varied interest, 


including Peanuts, science and sports, 


are made available to a second grade 
class of a competent reading level. 


The booklets provide the children with 


reading material that will spark their in- 
terest so that an enjoyment of reading 
may develop. As the students read, they 
mark down difficult words or ideas they 
don't quite understand in a separate 
notebook. 


Periodically each child has an individ- 


ual conference with the classroom teach- 
er in which the books he has read are 
discussed. Activities, such as puppet 
shows and construction of clay figureSj 
are held in the classroom to correspond 
to the stories each child reads. 


Besides provoking student interest in 


reading, the oroeram has special val- 
ue because of its flexibility. Depending 
on the student's ability level, the booklets 
can be used in second, third and fourth- 
grade classrooms to either supplement a 
good reader's work or motivate a child 
of terser ability. 


THE LIST OF instructional improve- 


ment projects goes on to include such 
things as cardboard carpentry, a Read- 
er's Digest science reader program, 
manual skills pnv'^bmenf fr 
•inn-KrpnfH 


tnking students and development of map 
anH plobf> vpfldmi? skills. 


Bv next vear, the list may be even 


longer, depending on the amount of mon- 
ey made available for the program and, 
perhaps more importantly, the number 
of new educational ideas that come from 
the next crop of involved teachers.

Lawyers To Probe Conviction

A subcommittee of the Chicago Council 


of Lawyers has started an investigation 
into a circuit court magistrate's ruling 
which convicted a former Arlington 
Heights resident of aggravated assault. 


The investigation will deal with the 


conviction of Frank S. Bremer, 38, for- 
merly of 12BO N, Illinois Ave, Bremer 
was found guilty in the Arlington Heights 
branch of the Circuit Court of Cook Coun- 
ty by Magistrate Peter Bakakos. 


Arthur Baum, chairman of the coun- 


cil's judiciary committee, said the coun- 
cil's subcommittee on complaints on sit- 
ting judges will Investigate the matter 
Baum said the council received a com- 
plaint from Bremer's wife. 


THERE WERE TWO defendants in the 


case in which Bremer was found guilty. 
Bremer and Richard Frost, of 1302 N. 
Illinois Avc., Arlington Heights, had filed 
cross complaints, 


Both men wore arrested by Arlington 


Heights police Oct. 13, minutes after a 
shooting inddent which occurred in 
Frost's homo. 


Frost and Bremer agreed in court Dec, 


4 that they had quarreled in the kitchen 
of Frost's home prior to the shooting. 
From that point their stories differed. 


Frost testified that Bremer had en- 


tered the home with a blue-steel revolver 
and placed it on the table. He said the 
gun remained on the table throughout the 
argument and caused him to be in fear 
of his life. 


Frost continued that he went to a bed- 


room, got a shotgun and returned to the 
kitchen with the weapon hidden behind 
his back, He said that as Bremer was 
leaving Bremer turned and fired. Frost 
said he then returned the fire with a 
single shot from the double-barreled 
shotgun. Frost's story was corroborated 
by his father, who was present at the 
time. , 


BKEMEK TESTIFIED he had no gun 


and did not fire at Frost. His story was 
corroborated by a friend, Delbert Hunt, 
who was also present during the incident. 


Arlington Heights police testified that 


although they found evidence that a shot- 
gun had been fired, they could find no 


indication that any other gun had been 
fired. 


The testifying officers also said that 


when Bremer was arrested minutes after 
the shooting, he offered to let police 
search his home and offered to take any 
test to determine if he had fired a gun 


After hearing the evidence, Bakakos 


found Bremer guilty of aggravated as- 
sault and Frost innocent Bakakos said, 
"I simply do not believe these men (Bre- 
mer and Hunt). I simply do not believe 
they are telling the truth." 


BAUM SAID yesterday the subcom- 


mittee will first read the transcript of the 
trial and then interview as many people 
as possible who were in attendance at 
the trial before forming an opinion. 


Baum, who ndted that the subcom- 


mittee is prepared to act on complaints 
on judges from any source, said that if 
the subcommittee agrees the conduct of 
the judge was "reprehensible" two 
courses of action could be followed, 


The first would be to file a direct com- 


plaint with John S. Boyle, chief judge of 
the circuit court. Baum explained that as 


the administrative head of the court 
Boyle could take punitive action, but 
could not change the magistrates ruling. 


BAUM SAID the second alternative 


would be for the complaining party to 
file his complaint with the Illinois Courts 
Commission. 


If the commission were to find a judge 


guilty under this formal 
procedure, 


Baum said, it would be possible for the 
judge to be suspended or dismissed. 


Bremer is scheduled to be sentenced 


by Bakakos Jan. 21 following a pre- 
sentence investigation. 


Prior to the November elections the 


council of lawyers issued a report con- 
demning 25 Democratic judicial candi- 
dates as "an out and out disgrace," and 
said the 25 Republican candidates were 
not much better. 


The council, an association of about 850 


attorneys, called three Republican candi- 
dates — one of whom was Bakakos — 
"extremely unqualified to hold any judi- 
cial post," 


Bakakos was defeated in the election in 


his attempt to win a full judgeship in the 
circuit court.

No trains are running anywhere today. 
In the Northwest suburbs, effects of 


the crippling strike were felt by thou- 
sands of commuters ns they scrambled 
for other transportation to work this 
morning, 


Expressways to Chicago are choked 


with twice the number of vehicles this 
morning, slowing traffic as it snnkes its 
way to the city, causing many commu- 
ters to bo late getting to work, if they 
arrive at nil. 


Emergency legislation to block the 


walkout wns passed by Congress yester- 
day, but union members of the striking 
Brotherhood of Railway Clerks have de- 
fied it, 


The emergency bill called for a strike 


ban until March 1, to extend negotiations 
between the railway lines and the clerks 
union and provided an interim pay raise 
for the rebellious workers. 


OFFICIALS OF THE clerks union 


warned yesterday that unless a tempora- 
ry pay Increase provision was amended 
to a bill passed earlier by the House 


C o m m e r c e Committee, they would 
strike. 


But C. L, Dennis, president of the 


clerks union, said even if the provision 
was passed, it was no guarantee the rail 
system would not shut down, 


Tom Smith, a spokesman for the Chi- 


cago and North Western Ry., said this is 
the first national rail strike in more than 
20 years. 


He said the CNW suffered its last 


strike in 1962, although there have been 
several strike threats since then. 


PRIOR 
TO THE strike deadline 


Wednesday, Smith told the Herald: 


"If all the trains are shut down in Chi- 


cago, the effect will be crippling. Ex- 
pressways will be extremely crowded. 
Our economy will be paralyzed. I hope it 
doesn't come to that. 


"Our biggest line runs out to the 


Northwest suburbs where we have 21,000 
daily riders. 


"If the strike isn't averted, we'll have 


to guard our equipment and shut down 
all train service. 


"We haven't had directives from the 


government yet, regarding troop oper- 


ation of the trains. Before that can oc- 
cur, three things must happen. 


"First, Congress has to pass a bill out- 


lawing the strike. Second, the clerks 
union has to disregard that bill. And 
third, local union members have to walk- 
out, illegally crippling the railway net- 
work across the country. 


DIANE CURRY, a spokesman for the 


striking Brotherhood of Railway and Air- 
line Clerks, headquartered in Rosemont, 
said Wednesday: 


"The likelihood for a strike here is 


very high. We plan to walkout at mid- 


night unless something happens to alter 
the picture. 


"Union members here are very mili- 


tant and will probably stage a wildcat 
strike regardless of what top union offi- 
cials say, even if their demands for in- 
creased pay are met. 


The pay boost passed by Congress will 


remain in effect until the strike morato- 
rium period expires March 1. 


THE STRIKE IS expected to shut down 


much of the country's heavy industry, 
disrupt Christmas mail and lead to short- 
ages of consumer goods.

DISTRICT VOTERS' approved a bond 


issue of $1.2 million in October for the 
construction. Last month the district ac- 
cepted an offer to buy $775,000 in bonds, 
the first portion to the alloted amount, 
from the Continental Bank of Chicago. 


At a special meeting Monday, the 


school board members asked Wayne 
Waltrip, president of the construction 
company, if a provision for damages 
could be added to the contract. The pro- 
vision would have stated that the district 
would be paid $100 a day for every day 
that the contractor- was late in com- 
pleting the construction. The completion 
date set by Waltrip at the time of bidding 
is September 1971. Waltrip won the con- 
tract last week with a bid of $839,883. 


"If you wanted a damage clause for 


late completion of construction you 
should have mentioned it before the bid- 
ding," said Waltrip. "When such a clause 
is included the contractor usually pro- 
tects himself by hiking the cost." 


"If you insist on such a clause I will 


have to go back to the sub-contractors to 
get their reactions," said Waltrip. "You 
may lose them." 


"It is our policy to get the job done 


quickly. The faster we do it, the more 
money we make," added Waltrip. 


After a brief executive session the 


school board members voted to accept 
the contract without the damage clause. 


SUPT. EDWARD GRODSKY told Wal- 


trip a payment schedule would have to 
be worked out. "You may have to carry 
us for a while." 


Of the $775,000 borrowed by the district 


Grodsky said $50,000 has been slated for 
improvements at existing schools. The 
remaining $725,000 is $114,883 short of 
Waltrip's bid for the construction job. 


To secure more funds, Grodsky said 


the district will sell another $100,000 in 
bonds, sometime in June. 


Waltrip told the school board there 


should be no problem in "carrying" the 
district for a while if a payment is late. 
The Walson firm was the contractor for 
other Dist. 23 construction, including the 
building of Eisenhower and Muir schools 
as well as one of the additions at Mac, 
Arthur school. 


Another referendum in School Dist. 23 


on Feb. 6, 1971 will be recommended by 
Supt. Edward Grodsky at a school board 
meeting Dec. 14. If the proposal is ap- 
proved by the school board, the referen- 
dum will include proposals for two tax 
hikes and a specialty tax levy. 


The 
three requests proposed by 


Grodsky for the referendum were de- 
feated in a referendum in October. In the 
same referendum voters approved a 
bond sale of $1.2 million by a 7 to 5 mar- 
gin. The bond sale will result in no tax 
increase for district residents. 


In the three unsuccessful proposals the 


school district had asked for a hike in the 
education fund tax from $1.60 per $100 
assessed valuation to $1.85. And the dis- 
trict proposed a hike of 12% cents in the 
building fund tax, raising it to 37% cents 
per $100 assessed valuation. 


THE FINAL ITEM in the referendum 


proposed a special tax levy that would 
pay off an interest-free building loan 
from the State of Illinois. The loan would 
be used for construction of a new school 
in Arlington Heights. 


The October referendum was the dis- 


trict's fourth attempt to secure a tax 
hike since voters approved an increase in 
'the education fund tax in 1964. All four 
attempts have failed. 


Grodsky said the district should make 


a fifth attempt in February because, 
"the voting was not a clear-cut represen- 
tation of the community's feelings. I 
think we should offer the voters another 
opportunity to show their feelings."

What happens to an airline stewardess 


after she plumps her last pillow and says 
"coffee, ten or milk" for the last time? 
In many cases, she gets married, raises 
a family and joins an organization like 
Clipped Wings. 


Clipped Wings is a national organiza- 


tion made up of former United Air Lines 
stewardesses. A local chapter is located 
ut O'Hare Airport. 


Mrs. Carol Morgan, 
of Arlington 


Heights, president of the O'Hare chapter, 
said the local group's main reason for 


existence is to keep former stewardesses 
in touch with each other after retire- 
ment. 


, "We are close in friendship, like a so- 
rority," Mrs. Morgan explained. 


The O'Hare chapter was founded two 


years ago so that suburban ex-steward- 
esses wouldn't have to travel to Chicago 
for meetings and to work on the chap- 
ter's project. Current membership of the 
O'Hare chapter covering an area from 
Mount Prospect to Janesville, Wis,, 
stands at 39. 


ACCORDING TO Clipped Wings nation- 


al by-laws, each chapter must support a 
national charity, which is currently the 
National Association for Retarded Chil- 
dren and serve society in other philan- 
thropic projects, 


To fulfill both ends of this by-law, the 


O'Hare chapter volunteers to work at the 


Countryside School For the Handicapped 
in Palatine. Last year, local members 
volunteered 328 hours of their time to 
work at Countryside, Mrs. Morgan said. 


The volunteers work with children at 


Countryside on Tuesdays and Thursdays 
for two hours each day. The ex-steward- 
esses work as assistant teachers. 


Some former stewardesses who cannot 


work with the children because of other 
commitments, help in other ways, Mrs. 
Morgan said. During the year, the group 
raises money for Countryside and pre- 
sents the proceeds to the school in 
March. 


Other Clipped Wings activities include 


a Dec. 19 Christmas party for friends 
and husbands and a rummage sale at the 
Episcopal Church of Arlington Heights in 
May. Each year, members of the O'Hare 
chapter attend the group's national con- 
vention. 


United Air Lines is very close to 


Clipped Wings, Mrs. Morgan said. The 
airline sponsors the group's annual con- 
vention. In return, the group does re- 
cruiting for the airline. 


EVERY YEAR, O'Hare chapter mem- 


bers visit high schools in the area to dis- 
cuss the stewardess profession. 


To make the group even closer to 


United, many ex-stewardesses are mar- 
ried to employes of the airline. In the 
O'Hare chapter, nine retired steward- 
esses are married to pilots and four are 
married to executives, Mrs. Morgan 
said. 


While other airlines have groups for 


their retired stewardesses, Clipped 
Wings has a snecial note of pride. United 
Air Lines in 1930, became the first com- 
pany to hire stewardesses, so they also 
became the first airline to produce ex- 
stewardesses.

A storage bin will be provided for each 


of the four classes. A fifth bin will be for 
the teachers or junior high school stu- 
dents who are not members of a particu- 
lar class. 


Students may put their cans into the

The school record for collecting canned

Reciprocal borrowing would allow per- 


sons with library cards at any hbrniy 
with n membership in the NSLS to chock 
books out of any other library In the sys- 
tem directly. The NSLS is required to 
have reciprocal borrowing among its 31 
members, including all libraries In the 
Northwest suburbs, by July 1,1971. 


Board members said / they opposed 


such an arrangement unless libraries 
which attracted many users were reim- 
bursed. Because the Arlington Heights li- 
brary is better equipped than many In 
surrounding communities, as many as 
five or six thousand non-residents might 
borrow books from the library, executive 
librarian Harold Ard said. 


BOARD MEMBER Roland Ley said, 


"It seems ridiculous that the Arlington 
Heights taxpayers should share the facil- 
ities they paid for with everyone without 
any Incentive for other libraries to build 
up their collections." 


Attorney for the board R. Marland 


Smith said the library had several al- 
ternatives short of withdrawing from the 
system which, he said, "has always been 
considered a fairly drastic step.' 


The library will work for some system 


of reimbursement in any reciprocal bor- 
rowing plan, board President Mrs. Rob- 
ert Wallace said, She was recently elect- 
ed to the board of directors of the NSLS. 


Ard said many of the larger libraries 


in the system, including Skokle and 
Evanston, object to reciprocal borrowing 
with reimbursement. 


If the Arlington Heights Library with- 


drew from the system it would lose the 
collection of educational books it is pur- 
chasing with system funds, Ard said. The 
library has more than 500 books in the 
collection now, all owned by the NSLS.

Railroad Strike Cripples Area, Nation 


The national rail system was shut 


clou 11 nt midnight last night. 


No trains lire running anywhere todny. 
In the Northwest suburbs, effects of 


the crippling strike were foil by thou- 
sands of commuters as they scrambled 
for other transportation to work this 
morning. 


Expressways to Chicago are choked 


with twice the number of vehicles this 
morning, slowing traffic as it snakes its 
way to the city, causing many commu- 
ters to be lute getting to work, if they 
arrive at nil. 


Emergency legislation to blo<!k the 


walkout was passed by Congress yester- 
day, but union members oi the striking 
Brotherhood of Railway Clerks have de- 
fied it. 


The emergency bill called ^for a strike 


ban until March 1, to extend negotiations 
between the railway lines and the clerks 
union and provided an interim pay raise 
for the rebellious workers. 


OFFICIALS OF THE clerks union 


warned yesterday that unless a tempora- 
ry pay increase provision was amended 
to a bill passed earlier by the House 


C o m m e r c e Committee, they would 
strike. 


But C. L. Dennis, president of the 


clerks union, said even if the provision 
was passed, it was no guarantee the rail 
system would not shut down. 


Tom Smith, a spokesman for the Chi- 


cago and North Western By., said this is 
the first national rail strike in more than 
20 years. 


He said the CNW suffered its last 


strike in 1962, although there have been 
several strike threats since then. 


PRIOR TO THE strike 
deadline 


Wednesday, Smith told the Herald: 


"If all the trains are shut down in Chi- 


cago, the effect will be crippling. Ex- 
pressways will be extremely crowded. 
Our economy will be paralyzed. I hope it 
doesn't come to that, 


"Our biggest line runs out to the 


Northwest suburbs where we have 21,000 
daily riders. 


"If the strike isn't averted, we'll have 


to guard our equipment and shut down 
all train service. 


"We haven't had directives from the 


government yet, regarding troop oper- 


ation of the trains. Before that can oc- 
cur, three things must happen. 


"First, Congress has to pass a bill out- 


lawing the strike. Second, the clerks 
union has to disregard that bill. And 
third, local union members have to walk- 
out, illegally crippling the railway net- 
work across the country. 


DIANE CURRY, a spokesman for the 


striking Brotherhood of Railway and Air- 
line Clerks, headquartered in Rosemont, 
said Wednesday: 


"The likelihood for a strike here is 


very high. We plan to walkout at mid- 


night unless something happens to alter 
the picture. 


"Union members here are very mili- 


tant and will probably stage a wildcat 
strike regardless of what top union offi- 
cials say, even if their demands for in- 
creased pay are met. 


The pay boost passed by Congress will 


remain in effect until the strike morato- 
rium period expires March 1. 


THE STRIKE IS expected to shut down 


much of the country's heavy industry, 
disrupt Christmas mail and lead to short- 
ages of consumer goods.

Report Card Change OKd 


If you're a parent of a child attending 


a Dist. 57 elementary or junior high 
school don't be surprised if the report 
card he or she brings home next fall 
looks a little different. 


A year-long investigation into the 


method of reporting a child's school 
progress has concluded, and the results 
of the investigation will be evident next 
fall. The investigation was conducted by 
a 15-member committee of parents, 
teachers and administrators in the dis- 
trict. 


Richard Percy, assistant superintend- 


ent of schools in charge of instruction, 
headed the committee. Most of the mem- 
bers were at the Nov. 23 meeting of the 
school board when their recommenda- 
tions were approved. 


Among the changes approved by the 


board of education was that academic 
and social achievement be judged sepa- 
rately by the teacher, so a child is not 
penalized on his Academic grades for a 
social or behavioral problem. 


AT THE PRIMARY level children will 


no longer receive letter grades, but in- 
stead teachers will comment on the 
child's achievement or lack of achieve- 
ment in a particular area. 


"Sometimes a child will receive a poor 


grade and become discouraged. In some 
cases it has been shown that a child 
stops learning when he becomes dis- 
couraged by his academic progress at an 
early age," said Percy. 


"By doing this we delay giving a child 


a particular grade until he has mastered 
certain academic techniques." 


Also included in the child's report card 


will be a space for parents who wish to 
request conferences with a teacher as 
well as a checklist so the parent may 
inform the teacher of the area of con- 
cern. 


Percy said the new method of report 


cards will be examined and revised if 
necessary after the first year. After the 
second year another examination will be 
undertaken and the new method will ei- 
ther be revised a second time, main- 
tained, or abolished. 


PERCY SAID the district's present 


method of report cards is "progressively 
far behind" other districts in the area.

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Railroad Strike Cripples Area, Nation 


The mitlonal roll system was shut 


down nt midnight last night. 


No trains we running anywhere today. 
In the Northwest suburbs, effects of 


the crippling strike were felt by thou- 
suiuls of commuters as they scrambled 
for other transportation to work this 
morning. 


Expressways to Chicago are choked 


with twice the number of vehicles this 
morning, slowing traffic as it snakes its 
way to the city, causing many commu- 
ters to bo late getting to work, if they 
nrrivc at nil. 


Emergency legislation to block the 


walkout was passed by Congress yester- 
day, but union members of the striking 
Brotherhood of Railway Clerks have de- 
fied it. 


The emergency bill called for a strike 


ban until March 1, to extend negotiations 
between the railway lines and the clerks 
union and provided an interim pay raise 
for the rebellious workers.

Northwest suburbs where we have 21,000 
daily riders. 


"If the strike isn't averted, we'll have

"First, Congress has to pass a bill out- 


lawing the strike. Second, the clerks 
union has to disregard that bill.

Plan Shown 


An alternate to the location of moder- 


ate-Income housing on the Viatorian 
property in Arlington Heights was of- 
fered to the Arlington Heights Plan Com- 
mission last night. 


Kenroy,' Inc. approached the Arlington 


Heights Plan Commission last night with 
B plan to build 780 moderate-income 
housing units on a 56-acre site at Nichols 
and Schncfor roads. 


The site is just outside the village lim- 


its, west of the village landfill and ap- 
proximately a quarter mile north of Dun- 
dee Road, 


The development firm approached the 


plan commission requesting annexation 
of the land subject to approval of R-5 
(multiple-family zoning and a planned 
development). 


Roy Cottleib, chairman of the board of 


Kenroy, told the commissioners he was 
"seeking the enthusiastic support" of the 
commission for the project, which wouid 
be developed under a federally assisted 
program. He said construction could be- 
gin four to six months after approval of 
the program. 


COTTLEIB SAID his company was not 


requesting the zoning change for "civic 
or minority group rights, but because it 
is proper." He added, "There is not only 
a need for this type of housing in the 
n o r t h w e s t suburbs and Arlington 
Heights, but we feel the location is well- 
suited to the purpose." 


As the string of witnesses for the peti- 


tioners testified late into the evening, the 
Plan Commission had not taken any ac- 
ion on the request. 


"Moderate-income housing does not 


mean moderate or low-cost housing," 
said Gottleib. "The project will meet or 
exceed all the quality standards of the 
village." 


He said the only deviation from any 


village requirement would be that the de- 
velopment as planned wold exceed R-5 
density limitations by 42 units. 


The Kenroy representative said the 


project would house families with a 
$s,ooo to $10,000 annual income, and of- 
fered statistics that indicated this income 
range would include substantial numbers 
of policemen, firemen, teachers, postal 
and village employes. 


He said some of the tenants would rent 


at normal market rates, while for others, 
rents would be subsidized. 


THE DEVELOPMENT, to be known as 


Lake Arlington, would be built in a town- 
house concept with - some four-story 
buildings. Included in the plans is an ap- 
proximately 20-acre lake. Gottleib said 
only a multiple-family development could 
turn such "unbuildable land" into an as-' 
set. 


Although the federal government dic- 


tates a fair system be used in selecting 
tenants for the units, Gottleib said, Ken- 
roy wants to satisfy the needs of Arling- 
ton Heights and would encourage village 
residents and village employers to apply 
early. 


After completion of the project, the de- 


velopment would be operated and man- 
aged by the Little Stone Corp., which has 
a moderate income development near 
Wheaton, Gottleib said, Funds would be 
set aside to ensure full-time mainte- 
nance, he said.

members, including all libraries in the 
Northwest suburbs, by July 1,1971. 


Boaid membeis said they opposed 


such an arrangement 
unless libraries 


which attracted many users wore reim- 
bursed Because the Arlington Heights li- 
brary is better equipped than many in 
surrounding communities, as many as 
five or six thousand non-residents might 


borrow books from the library, executive 
librarian Harold Ard said

board petitions signed by 1,206 residents 
opposing the road extension 


The board also agreed that the plan 


commission subcommittee which studied 
the proposal bo permitted to continue 
meeting to Investigate the possibility of 
alternate routes through the village.

Jack Walsh, village president, empha- 


sized that the board was endorsing the 
proposed constitution only after "a good 
deal of thought and preparation."

By unanimous votes of the trustees 


present, the board voiced support of the 
election of the 177 members of the House 
of Representatives from single member 
districts; the appointment of judges by 
the governor from nominees submitted 
by judicial nominating committees; and 
lowering the voting age to 18. 


The board took no position on the prop- 


osition to abolish the death penalty. 


The resolution states that the board is 


in support of the proposed state con- 
stitution because it "provides substantial 
improvements in the ability of local gov- 
ernments to operate effectively" and 
"provides for increased responsibility for 
local fiscal management."

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Railroad Strike Cripples Area., Nation 


The nntiomil rail system was shut 


down at midnight last night. 


No trains nre running anywhere today, 
In the Northwest suburbs, effects of 


the crippling strike wore felt by thou- 
sands of commuters as they scrambled 
for other transportation to work this 
morning. 


Expressways to Chicago are choked 


with twice the number of vehicles this 
morning, slowing traffic as it snakes its 
way to the city, causing many commu- 
ters to bo Into getting to work, if they 
arrive nt all. 


Emergency legislation to block the 


walkout was passed by Congress yester- 
day, but union members of the striking 
Brotherhood of Railway Clerks have de- 
fied it. 


The emergency bill called for a strike 


ban until March 1, to extend negotiations 
between the railway lines and the clerks 
union and provided an interim pay raise 
for the rebellious workers, 


OFFICIALS OF THE clerks union 


warned yesterday that unless a tempora- 
ry pay increase provision was amended 
to a bill passed earlier by the House 


C o m m e r c e Committee, they would 
strike, 


But C. L, Dennis, president of the 


clerks union, said even if the provision 
was passed, it was no guarantee the rail 
system would not shut down. 


Tom Smith, a spokesman for the Chi- 


cago and North Western Ry., said this is 
the first national rail strike in more than 
20 years. 


He said the CNW suffered its last 


strike in 1962, although there have been 
several strike threats since then. 


PRIOR 
TO THE strike 
deadline 


Wednesday, Smith told the Herald: 


"If all the trains are shut down in Chi- 


cago, the effect will be crippling. Ex- 
pressways will be extremely crowded. 
Our economy will be paralyzed. I hope it 
doesn't come to that. 


"Our biggest line runs out to the 


Northwest suburbs where we have 21,000' 
daily riders. 


"If the strike isn't averted, we'll have 


to guard our equipment and shut down 
all train service. 


"We haven't had directives from the 


government yet, regarding troop oper- 


ation of the trains. Before that can oc- 
cur, three things must happen. 


"First, Congress has to pass a bill out- 


lawing the strike. Second, the clerks 
union has to disregard that bill. And 
third, local union members have to walk- 
out, illegally crippling the railway net- 
work across the country. 


DIANE CURRY, a spokesman for the 


striking Brotherhood of Railway and Air- 
line Clerks, headquartered in Rosemont, 
said Wednesday: 


"The likelihood for a strike here is 


very high. We plan to walkout at mid- 


night unless something happens to alter 
the picture. 


"Union members here are very mili- 


tant and will probably stage a wildcat 
strike regardless of what top union offi- 
cials say, even if their demands for in- 
creased pay are met. 


The pay boost passed by Congress will 


remain in effect until the strike morato- 
rium period expires March 1. 


THE STRIKE IS expected to shut down 


much of the country's heavy industry, 
disrupt Christmas mail and lead to short- 
ages of consumer goods.

Call Halt To 
Filling Of 
Flood Plain? 


by BOB CASEY 


State officials may order an end to the 


filling of a 40-acre flood plain area on the 
Des Plnines river north of Central Road 
as a result of testimony given before an 
Illinois Division Of Waterways hearing 
last night. 


After a conservation group member 


testified that the John Sexton Sand and 
Gravel Corp. will raise the level of the 
flood plain nrea on the river's west bank 
by fifteen feet, Chief Waterways Engi- 
neer John C. Guillou said "if that, in 
fact, is the plan for the 40-acre area, I 
anticipate that it will be stopped." 


Neither Sexton nor Edmier Construc- 


tion Co. of Cicero, which built the con- 
troversial bridge in the river for Sexton, 
and has been hauling thousands of cubic 
yards of clay fill onto the flood plain, 
were represented at the hearing last 
night, 


The sixty persons who attended the 


session, called so waterways officials 
could explain why Sexton was issued a 
state permit for the temporary bridge, 
also heard dramatic testimony from two 
high school students who helped rescue a 
companion caught in the rushing waters 
in front of the bridge after his canoe 
overturned when it crashed into the 
bridge structure, 


THOMAS MAZIARKA, 16, president of 


the Conservation Club of Holy Cross High 
School in River Grove, said he and two 
other club members helped pull 15-year- 
old Louis Sorpico of Chicago out of the 
river, after Serpico's canoe capsized 
when it struck the bridge during an out- 
ing Oct. 3. 


Serpico, he said, was underwater "ten 


or fifteen seconds" in the swift current in 
front of one of the bridge's culverts be- 
fore he struggled to the surface and was 
pulled from the water. During the near- 
d r o w n i n g , Mazlarka said, Edmeier 
enrtbmovers continued to drive over the 
jerry-built bridge, causing chunks of 
earth to be dropped on the rescuers and 
Serpico. 


At one point during the rescue, he said, 


an Edmeier foreman told the group "to 


get the heck off this bridge. You're hold- 
ing up a million-dollar operation," 


Neither Edmeier nor Sexton officials 


were available for comment last night. 


Richard Tabatt, a Des Plaines resident 


and member of the Cook County" Clean 
Streams Committee, told the hearing 
that Sexton officials want to raise the 
level of the flood plain by fifteen feet, 
bringing it up to the level of River Road. 


Guillou said he will contact Sexton offi- 


cials to verify Tabatt's statement. "I'm 
not at all satisfied that the division would 
go along with a fifteen-foot filling on the 
flood plain, If the level is being raised 
fifteen feet, we will probably prohibit it," 
he said. 


GUILLOU HAS maintained that nei- 


ther his agency nor any other state agen- 
cy has authority over flood plains, unless 
they are part of a river or stream chan- 
nel at flood stage. 


Last night he said state officials had 


been under the impression that Sexton 
planned three or four feet of filling on 
the 40-acre site, and an amount which he 
said might even increase the site's stor- 
age capacity for flood waters. Guillou 
said, however, that the fifteen-foot level 
is a "whole new picture." 


Representatives of several other con- 


servation groups and a Metropolitan San- 
itary District (MSF) official said the 
bridge is a hazard, that it will aggravate 
flooding and demanded its immediate re- 
moval. Under a waterways division per- 
mit applied for after the bridge had been 
completed, Sexton can keep the structure 
in the river until March 1 of next year. 


FRANK DALTON, MSD assistant chief 


engineer, said the permit for the bridge 
is "adverse to the public interest," and 
should be revoked. He said the bridge 
could cause further flooding problems in 
several subdivisions in the 
Prospect 


Heights area, 


Rutherford Platt, attorney for Open 


Lands Project, a private conservation 
group, said Guillou's agency should have 
ordered the removal of the bridge "and 
prosecuted its builder to the full extent of 
the law" after Sexton had the bridge con- 
structed without a permit, 


Murder Suspect 


Gets 398 Years 


A suspect in a Des Plaines murder 


earlier this year was sentenced yester- 
day to a total of 308 years in prison 
after he pleaded guilty to two other 
murders this year in McHenry County. 


Mark Smith, 21, of Woodstock, 111., was 


sentenced by a McHenry County judge in 
a bench trial for the murder of Jean 
Bland, 27, on Jan, 27, and Jean Ann 
Lingcnfelter, 17, on May 27. Both women 
wore found strangled near Woodstock in 
McHenry County, 


Smith Is also suspected in the Feb. 27 


murder of Janice Bolyard, 22, of Evans- 
ton, an employe at DcSoto Inc., 1700 S. 
Mt. Prwpect Rd. Miu Bolyard was 


found strangled to death in the basement 
of the building. 


Des Plaines police have been following 


Smith's case in McHenry because of the 
similarities In the three murders. 


"He is a suspect in the murder here " 


said Chief Arthur Hintz. "But we don't 
feel we have enough physical evidence In 
the case to take Smith to trial." 


Hintz added that he has been in touch 


with the states attorneys office about the 
case but the state's attorney doesn't 
think there is enough physical evidence 
to indict him, 


Smith will be extradited to Arkansas 


where he Js wanted in the 196B slaying of 
a Mountain Home, Ark., woman.

Dist. 62 May Revamp Science Courses 


by LEON SHURE 


Science courses may be revised this 


spring at Des Plaines School Dist. 62 ju- 
nior high schools. 


A committee of 13 junior high school 


science instructors is currently exam- 
ining new science books and materials, 
to revise the current course plans which 
have been in use for six years, according 
to Frank Butkiewicz, district science 
chairman. 


The revised course plans will utilize 


experience gained from experimental 
science programs tested for the last 
three years at the junior high schools, 
Butkiewicz said. 


These pilot programs have emphasized 


physical science — the study of molecu- 
lar structure, electricity and other forms 
of energy. They have also emphasized in- 
creased experimentation and self-instruc- 
tion, Butkiewicz reported Monday to the 
Dist. 62 board. 


THE SCIENCE PROGRAM at Dist, 62 


junior high schools now consist mainly 


of general science, Butkiewicz said. Stu- 
dents have instruction in biology, chem- 
istry, and in such topics as weather and 
environment. 


The science program for the approxi- 


mately 1,500 junior high students also in- 
clude class projects, trips to museums, 
and use of self-teaching materials like 
slides and tape recordings, he said. 


Butkiewicz told the board the science 


curriculum committee will examine the 
large amount of new books and supplies 
now being made available by publishers. 
The committee 
also meets with the 


Maine Township Science Curriculum 
Committee, which coordinates science 
programs for area school districts and 
Maine Township High School Dist. 207. 


Butkiewiez told the Herald/Day that 


current trends in science education em- 
phasize learning through science ex- 
periments. 


The two pilot science programs, tried 


at the junior high schools since 1967, em- 
phasize science experiments by students, 


which allow students to work at their 
own pace, he said. 


The pilot courses have fewer lectures 


than the current program, he said. 


BUTKIEWICZ FEELS that allowing 


the students to do more science ex- 
periments makes them more interested 
and more enthusiastic. 


"There is no way of avoiding becoming 


completely engrossed in experiments, 
and in using all their senses," he said. 


Greater participation by the students 


in the experimental work seems to boost 
science grades, he said. 


The pilot courses teach students how to 


measure and how to use scientific meth- 
ods to come to conclusions from their ex- 


periments. They learn how to work to- 
gether in small and large groups to 
reach conclusions, he said. 


The 
experimental 
programs 
have 


shown the science instructors that some 
students aren't ready for some of the 
math involved in the experimental work, 
he said. They have also found that some 
students prefer a mixture of physical sci- 
ence with other science work, like biolo- 
gy. 


THE EXPERIMENTAL course empha- 


sized physical science, he said, because 
about 20 per cent of the district students 
score so well in their high school tests, 
they are allowed to bypass the physical 
science course in high school, and begin 
the second year course, biology.

You could only hint at it. Movies have 
lagged in change behind books probably 
because movies are more realistic. 
They're more influential. Censors feul 
that movies have more capacity to do 
harm." 


Ebert said he thinks conclusions drawn 


. by the President's Commission on Por- 
nography, that pornography may even be 
good for the public, are correct. "Por- 
nography may help people take the 


voodoo out of sex and put sex in the 
realm of reality where it can be en- 
joyed." 


Ebert told the audience he may be a 


good example of the Commission's stud- 
ies. "I actually find that after seeing so 
many skin flicks I can never enjoy one 
anymore." 


Ebert also talked about his movie "Be- 


yond the Valley of the Dolls," which has 
been classified by many other critics as 
a skin flick. Ebert said his movie was 
intended as a parody on sex and violence 
type films but that it has been misunder- 
stood by the public.

Community junior college cmollmcnt 


continued to zoom upward this fall ac- 
cording to the American Association of 
Junior Colleges 


Percentage Increases i anged from 9 to 


J6 per cent in a number of states 
checked by the association The opening 
of 35 new colleges contributed to the en- 
rollment jumps across the country 


Based on its samplings the association 


predicts enrollments will have reached 
nearly 2 4 million this fall in about 1,070 
new two-year colleges, compnied to a to- 
tal of nearly 2 18 million last year 


Enrollment for the 800 publicly sup- 


ported colleges last year totaled about 
2 05 million and should jump to 2 23 mil- 
lion in 1070 private community colleges 
will remain at last year's level

the changing emollment picture, said 
Richard E Wilson, acting associate ex- 
ecutive (I i lector of the association 


The 40 new colleges which opened in

Other States, 
Other Ballots 


by ED MURNANE 


Illinois voters joined voters in 44 other 


states last month in determining the fate 
of special statewide referenda, in addi- 
tion to electing governors, senators and 
congressmen. 


And the big winners throughout the 


country were environmental protection 
proposals and establishing annual legis- 
lative sessions, according to'the Council 
of State Governments. 


Six states, including Illinois, approved 


the sale of bonds for environmental pro- 
tection. Others included Alaska, Califor- 
nia, Florida, Maine and Nevada 


Annual sessions of the state legislature 


were approved in Connecticut, Indiana, 
Missouri, Nebraska, New Hampshire and 
Virginia. 


Attempts to raise the salaries of state 


legislators were defeated in Idaho, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, Nevada, New Hamp- 
shire, North Dakota and Rhode Island. 


Five states agreed to lower the voting 


age but voters in nine other states re- 
jected similar proposals. 


Only one state, Virginia, approved a 


new constitution while voters in Ar- 
kansas and Idaho rejected new con- 
stitutions. Four states had referenda 
calling for a constitutional convention 
but only Alaska and Montana voters ap- 
proved. 


TWO STATES, Michigan and Nebras- 


ka, voted against aid to non-public 
schools and voters in Maryland, Mich- 
igan, New York and Rhode Island voted 
against state aid for housing. 


Other key statewide referenda on the 


Nov. 3 ballot included: 


—Alabama. Voters rejected a raise in 


the maximum state income tax rate 
from five to seven per cent. 


—Arizona. Voters rejected a state 


sweepstakes. 


—Kansas. Voters rejected a proposal 


to permit legislative regulation of liquor. 
It would have cleared the way for pur- 
chase of liquor by the drink, rather than 
by the bottle. 


—Kentucky. Voters rejected a $48.3 


million bond issue for a new state prison, 
mental hospitals, school for the deaf and 
blind, child welfare and a farm devel- 
opment loan guarantee fund. 


—Louisiana. Voters had 53 separate is- 


sues on the ballot, 22 of them statewide 
issues, and all were rejected. 


—Maryland. Voters allowed prayer or 


religious readings, on a voluntary basis, 
to be held in governmental or public 
schools. 


—Massachusetts. Voters chose to have 


the United States withdraw from Viet- 
nam on a planned schedule, rather than 
immediately. 


—Michigan. Voters,^ rejected sale of 


$100 million in bonds for low income 
housing. 


—Nebraska. A proposal to elect the 


governor and lieutenant governor as a 
team was approved and the lieutenant 
governor will be a full-time state officer.

McClory also endorsed' the separate 


proposal calling for retention of cumula- 
tive voting and he said he favors a lower 
voting age.

The Way We See It 
Sports Arena Site 


A city-suburb tug-of-war seems 


to be developing over the location 
of a major new sports complex. 


Conflict seams unnecessary. 
Construction of a massive sports 


center in the west suburbs was pro- 
posed recently by Charles A. Com- 
iskey, 
uliose 
grandfather 
built 


Oomiskey Park in 1910. Comiskey 
is currently a residential real es- 
tate developer. 
IThe site he proposes for the 
sports center is between Elmhurst 
and Oak Brook. It would include 
covered hicilities for football and 
baseball contests, conventions, ice 
s h o w s and amateur 
sporting 


events, plus a concert hall, sky- 
scraper hotel, movie theater, res- 
taurants, gift and specialty shops. 


"We have a syndicate that's 


ready to go and the money is avail- 
able," said Comiskey. 
"What's 


needed now is the interest and co- 
operation of the owners of Chi- 
cago's major league teams " 


But shortly after Comiskey's an- 


nouncement a committee appoint- 
ed by Mayor Daley indt.-flted it 
would push for a new sports com- 
plex in Chicago 


Three sites have been discussed 


for the city. Each involved the sub- 


stantial expense of leveling exist- 
ing buildings While more central- 
ly-located and offering existing ac- 
cess to mass transportation facil- 
ities, the inner city locations have 
the disadvantage of luring even 
more automobiles into an already 
congested central district. 


Can the city finance a sports cen- 


ter? Comiskey doesn't think so. In 
fact, he sees major disadvantages 
for the city; 


"The people know that Chicago 


needs housing, money for the men- 
tally ill and hungry, for pay raises 
to city workers and policemen and 
firemen, for repairing roads and 
building schools and parks You 
can't go to the taxpaying public. 
It's out of the question to ask tax- 
payers to approve.' They won't 
even vote for school bonds these 
days " 


Comiskey raises a valid point 


We've got to look ahead . . , where 
will the population be 30 years 
from now. My grandfather built 
Comiskey Park , . 
and the cjty 


grew to him." 


"Chicago" today is a metropoli- 


tan region, not just a city with a 
cluster of towns around it, Chi- 
cago's sports teams are supported 


by and belong to the entire region. 
Location of a sports complex to 
house them should be based on an 
objective look at opportunities that 
exist throughout the metropolitan 
area, not on a limited kind of civic 
pride 


It may be a review of potential 


locations throughout the region 
would give the edge to a site in 
Chicago. Or to Comiskey's site. 
And there are other possibilities: 


There's Arlington Park, which 


offers 
accessibility, space and 


existing mass transportation ser- 
vice. Or the covered sports arena 
for 100,000 fans proposed by the 
Planet Corp. in Schaumburg near 
Interstate Routes 90 and 94. O'Hare 
Convention Exhibition Center Inc. 
recently revealed its plan for build- 
ing a massive convention complex, 
including an all-weather sports sta- 
dium, in north Wood Dale fronting 
the right-of-way of the proposed El- 
gin-0'Hare Expressway. 


We won't find out whether a city 


or suburban site is preferable, 
however, if the opposing interests 
with predetermined viewpoints set 
about to have their pet projects 
built.

Des Plaines Beat 
Offer New Youth Services

New set-vices and activities began 


recently for Des Plaines young people. 


One of the' most prominent new ser- 


vices is the Hotline, which was formed to 
provide information and referral help to 
persons with medical or emotional prob- 
lems 
The emergency phone service 


grew out of a study into drug education 
for young people, by the Des Plaines 
Coordinating Council on Youth Problems, 
an organization of civic, school, church 
and community leaders. 


A diagnosis service for youths with 


emotional problems has been in oper- 
ation for about six months. The Des 
Plaines Police Department recommends 
use of the service, which is provided by 
the staff of the Maine Township Mental 
Health Association, 932 Lee, Des Plaines. 
If parents cannot afford the service, the 
city will pay up to $150, Committees of 
the City Council recently recommended a 
$10,000 1971 budget for the service. 


Another service is in the formation 


stages. A Big-Brother-Big-Sister program 
is being formed by the Des Plaines 
Youth Commission, for those young 
people who would benefit from friendship 
with adult volunteers 


A new activity this year is the Des 


Plaines Place for People Drop-in Center 
at the Rand Park Fieldhouse, Dempster 
near Parkview. The center provides an 
informal, atmosphere for talking, listen- 
ing to music, or playing ping-pong. Adult 
supervisors do some guidance work. 
Teens have provided most of the funds 
for the new center from their own activi- 
ties, and through a Friday night coffee- 
house. The center is currently seeking 
support from community organizations, 
and requested $500 from the city. 


Being formed now is a youth advisory 


committee to the Des Plaines city coun- 
cil. The committee would allow Des 
Plaines young people to become more in- 
volved in the city council decisions which 
affect them, according to city officials. 
Some of the young people Who have ap- 
plied were those honored during Youth 
Appreciation Week last month. The city 
will try to have teens with a variety of 
viewpoints on the committee. 


Area schools have presented several 


programs which have increased the ex- 
tent of participation in the community by 
young people. 


One of the more prominent is the new 


sociology course at Maine East High 


School. This program Invites people from 
the community to speak on current is- 
sues. The course also urges students to 
make better use of the communities 
educational resources. 


Students have attended lectures at 


Oakton Community College, 
Morton 


Grove, and presented tape recordings of 
these lectures to their classmates. 


Students from the Maine East course 


also participated in panel discussions on 
social problems last month at the Imma- 
nuel Lutheran School. 


Several area churches are presenting 


full-range of youth activities. One of the 
larger programs, at the First Congrega- 
tional Church, Graceland and Marion, in- 
cludes weekend trips, and discussions of 
current topics. 


A group of Des Plaines students from 


Maine West, have even begun their own 
course. Members of the People for Pro- 
gressive Action, which was formed to ex- 
amine current social problems in human 
relations, is presenting a six-week course 
in White racism, its history and results. 
The course is taught by speakers from 
the Walther League, the national Luther- 
an youth organization.

Stirs Hot Controversy

President Nixon's tentative plan to 


adopt a federal value added tax next 
year 
i*> sure to stir storms of con- 


troversy 


The President obviously is serious be- 


cause he uaked the Treasury for a report 
soon enough so that he could make a pre- 
liminary proposal in his January budget 
message, 


Although a considerable number of 


Americans have said they think a value 
added tax would be a good thing, most of 
the present political and business estab- 
lishment and most representatives of low 
income groups are sure to be skeptical. 


A value added tax is similar to a sales 


tax but It is not visible to the consumer. 
This is how it works: 


A lumbering company pays a value 


added tax for felling trees and cutting 
them into logs, The sawmill pays a tax 
for sawing them into lumber, a railroad 
for hauling the lumber. 


From there on several value added 


taxes may be paid by each different pro- 
cessor in converting the lumber to furni- 
ture, but each processor is taxed only on 
the amount he is estimated to have 
added to the value of the product. 


Although value added taxes have been 


used on a small scale in Wisconsin and 
one or two other American states, their 
great development has been in Europe. 
There they are the backbone of the tax 
system of most nations, occupying the 
same paramount position that income 
taxes and consumer sales taxes hold in 
the United States. 


This is not surprising, for the value 


added tax has two outstanding character- 
istics blending into European systems. 


—It is cheap to collect, Business has to 


bear the cost of collecting it instead of 
government, and it is collected 
from 


comparatively few services. 


—It is easy to rebate on all goods 


produced for export, Thus, to a country 
dependent largely on export sales, it is a 
better method of taxation than corporate 
income taxes which are hard to rebate 
on goods for export.

Following are her impressions and com- 
parisons of life in her home country and 
the United States after tw« months as an 
American teenager.)

I have been here two months so that I 


believe that my expectation has already 
been partially fulfilled. During this time 
you have asked me many questions 
about life in my country. From these 
questions I have the impression that you 
think life in Uruguay is much different 
than here. Before I came here, I had the 
same idea. But now, I can say that there 
are many differences but also many sim- 
ilarities. 


Montevideo, the city where I live, has 


more than a million people and is a city 
comparable to Chicago for the large 
buildings. Montevideo stands beside the 
Rio de la Plata River so that the beaches 
cover long distances of the city. For this 
reason, one of the favorite summer pas- 
times is the beach, where the people 
have the opportunity to practice different 
sports like tennis, swimming, etc. But 
also it is very common to spend the 
weekend or part of the summer in small 
river and coastal towns to enjoy fishing 
or boating. 


Baseball and football are not common 


sports in Uruguay. Instead of this, soccer 
is the most popular sport. The stadiums 
are very crowded during the soccer 
games, especially on Sundays, because 
this is the day that the people don't work 
and the only day that the students don't 
have classes. But Montevideo is also a 
cultural center and the theatres, ci- 
nemas, museums and libraries are vis- 
ited frequently by many people. 


Roads, railroads, and airlines are the 


principal ways for transportation in the 
country, But the port situated in the bay 
of Montevideo permits the use of ships 
which come from all parts of the world 
This is also another difference; the geog- 
raphy of the U.S. makes the airplane 
more accessible than the ship. 


Two of the things that I believe you are 


most interested in are the foods and the 
clothes. But before I speak about this, I 
want to tell you that our Indians were 
exterminated in the last century, so- that 
most of the people have European an- 
cestry, especially from Spain or Italy. 
For this reason, the similarities with you 
are very close. In the cities, the con- 
troversy over long hair in boys and mini 
versus maxi is the same In the country, 
there is a difference because the men 
who are working on the ranches wear the 
boots, hats and loose trousers like the 
gaucho of the last century. The g^ucho in 
Uruguay was the primitive man dedi- 
cated to the cattle and sheep industry. 


With respect to the food, our favorite 


dish is the "asado con cuero" (beef or 
pork which is cooked with the hide left 
on and takes many hours to barbecue), 
but meat is also very popular in other 
ways. The drink mate is the most typical 
thing that we can find, because this kind 
of tea is only known in South America. 


The past time at home can be the ra- 


dio, TV, or listening to records. One of 
the most similar things is the music and 
the TV shows. We have our own beat 
groups, but there are also very popular 
singers and groups from Europe and the 
United States. In 1965 we had the Beatles 
like now we know the Credence Clear- 
wp»°r Revival (CCR) or Engelbert Hum- 
perdinck and other hits of the world. 


With respect to the school, I think that 


ta Maine East you can find all that is 
necessary to study nnd also I think that 
it is nice to have activities like home- 
coming or V-show. In my country, we 
must take 12 subjects each year in an 
obligatory form. The classes are 6 hours 
each day including Saturdays, having a 
rest of 5 or 10 minutes between each 
class. We can go from 8 a.m. to 2 p.m. or 
from 2 p.m. to 8 p.m., so that the lunch 
is at home. 


I think that the m««t different experi- 


ence will be the graduation, because it is 
something very simple that each group 
of friends celebrates in a particular 
form. Mostly, it represents a joyful re- 
lease from school rather than a solemn 
ceremony and is celebrated with exuber- 
ance.

A good toy has three functions 
to

child Too often games that look like fun 
on TV are played once and then placed 
forever in a drawer.

Toys should be well designed, safe and 


sturdy. Too often Christmas toys aie bro- 
ken before New Year's, especially at the 
preschool level. And when this happens 
money is wasted, adults are disappointed 
and children are unhappy 


Parents must evaluate the safety of a 


toy and consider the age of the child they 
are buying for and what skills he is try- 
ing to master And if the child is only 
four, dont' try pushing him by buying a 
toy marked for a six-year-old You both 
may be disappointed. 


Toys generally come in categories and 


a child should have a few in each one.

is any harm In storing juices, leftovers 
ami so on in plastic containers In the 
refrigerator? Have been told there is 
some harm in this. I'm partial to these 
containers and use them for everything. 
However, I wouldn't want to continue 
this practice if anything harmful seeped 
into tho food. -Mrs. G.G.W. 


From what I've been able to ascertain, 


there is absolutely nothing wrong in us- 
ing plastic-covered containers for any 
kind of refrigerator storage. However, 
must admit my preference is to store 
juices in glass. Habit, I guess. 


Dear Dorothy; For months had been 


pushing aside the job of cleaning the 
grates from my oven. Finally immersed 
thorn in hot water In my laundry tub In 
which had been dissolved one cup of 
washing sotla. Left them there for three 
hourw (while cleaning up the house), then 
with rubber gloves on my hands, wash- 
ed them off, rinsed and dried them. They 
came out sparkling. Actual working 
time: 10 minutes. The cost was less than 
five cents.

hooks to garments and have quite a time 
getting each half to hit at the right spot. 
Is there a little trick to this that you may 
be aware of?

The trick is so simple you'll wonder 


why you didn't think of it. Put one half 
snap in the right side, press white chalk 
on it, then press to the opposite side of 
the garment. Before the chalk has a 
chance to come off, immediately attach 
the other half of the snap to the spot — 
or hook — as the case may-be. 


Overheard a bride telling someone 


she had used round steak to make 
"Swiss" steak the night before but that it 
was so tough no one could chew it, not 
even the dog. Too bad we oldsters can't 
be around at times like these. At any 
rate, would suggest brides get a book on 
the cuts of meat and how they are to be 
cooked. Most of us know that round steak 
either has to be tenderized or braised for 
a long time with moist heat. 


Dear Dorothy: There are 
certain 


things in my home that I'd like to make 
fireproof.

Most of these solutions do not fireproof 


but make the materials flame-resistant. 
Treated materials will char but usually 
do not burst into flame. One of the sim- 
plest solutions is made by adding a little 
water to three ounces of boric acid and 
making a paste; then adding this plus 
seven ounces of borax to two quarts of 
hot water. Stir until the solution is clear. 
Of course it can only be used on mate- 
rials that can be dipped in water and the 
treatment has to be repeated within a 
year,

. .The Christmas tie, brunt of many a 
holiday jest, will be no. joke to the lucky 
man who receives one o£ the hand- 
mades with pattern and material chosen 
to fit his personaltaste. 


After a lull of.several decades tie mak- 


ing is enjoying a revival among women 
who are handy with the needle and even 
those who are not so handy. 


The experts can whip together a fin- 


ished tie during a favorite hour-long TV 
program; the amateurs should easily fin- 
ish one in two programs. 


Fabrics used by the tie-maker cult in- 


clude the usual silks, foulards and taf- 
fetas, plus homespuns, wools and the 
wrinkle-resistant 
cotton and polyester 


blends, a newcomer to the fabric world 
since the last tie-making boom. 


Two ties can be squeezed from three- 


quarters of a yard of 45-inch fabric. You 
also need lining fabric for both ends of 
the tie. This can be contrasting silky fab- 
ric or even the same material as the tie, 
if it's suitable. You also need an inner 
lining such as Arno. This is the "stif- 
fener" that helps the tie keep its shape. 


YOU ALSO NEED a pattern, available 


at most pattern counters. Pattern pieces 
include the tie, the lining and inner lin- 
ing. 
,A11 pattern pieces must be laid on the 
true bias and pinned securely. Cut ex- 
actly on the cutting lines — don't cut 
generously or the tie will not go together 
as well. 


A cardboard .form comes with one of 


the patterns, but you can make a form 
that is better. To make the form, just 
follow the fold lines on the pattern, ex- 
tending the cardboard all the way to the 
tips. 


First, sew in the end linings. With right 


sides together, sew lining to the tie fab- 
ric either by hand or by machine. Since 
bias tends to be squiggly, basting is ad- 
visable. Snip in the corners, turn and 
press. 


Seam tie at the center back and press. 


Now, with the whole length of tie flat on 
the table, right side down and small end 
at your right, center the cardboard on 
the'tie, Inner lining goes on top of the 
cardboard. It is helpful to pin through 
the tip end of the cardboard into the tie 
to hold fabric in place.. 


BEGINNING .AT the-.right, fold the 


side of the tie nearest you up over the 
inner lining. Baste loosely to the inner 
lining, leaving two inches at each end 
(for give). This basting .will be per- 
manent but it must be done loosely to 
take the pull and tug of male knot-tiers. 


Next, baste the side opposite you under 
one-quarter inch, but do not bring it over 
the inner lining at this point. These bas- 
tings are temporary and serve to hold 
the edge in place until final sewing and 
pressing. 


Now bring this side over the cardboard 


and pin crosswise to the already folded 
and basted side. Using a long, loose blind 
stitch, sew sides together. 


A quick gentle press — remove the 


cardboard and bastings — and you have 
a gift with the personal touch that is so 
much a part of gift-giving.

Ordinarily, a dead buttery or cold en- 


gine doesn't constitute an emergency. 
And even If it did, the law says a vehicle 
may not be pushed farther than is neces- 
sary to remove It from the roadway or 
from any immediate hazard.

other Inws for the rood, which have a 
special bearing or your winter driving.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I've been told I have 


hardening of the arteries in the inner 
ear. Can you tell me what causes that? 
Will that affect the brain? When I walk I 
lose my balance. 


Dear Reader — "Hardening of the ar- 


teries" is a term often used for arte- 
riosclerosis. The process begins in men 
early In life and usually later in women. 
First, fat deposits build up in the wall of 
the arteries. As the fat deposits enlarge 
they obstruct the normal flow of blood. 
The damaged artery may become calci- 
fied. 


Arteriosclerosis can literally happen to 


any artery in the body. When it obstructs 
circulation it causes the organ or p/urt to 
lose its normal function. If It is an artery 
to the brain the result can be senility, a 
stroke or other signs of abnormal brain 
function. If the artery to the heart is suf- 
ficiently diseased, a heart attack or 
heart trouble may occur. Involvement of 
the arteries to the kidneys can cause kid- 
ney problems and even high blood pres- 
sure. 


THE ARTERIES to the legs frequently 


are involved, limiting walking or other 
exercise. If severe obstruction to the cir- 


' culation occurs, gangrene of the feet can 


result. Involvement of the arteries in the 
pelvis not only cause trouble with walk- 
ing, but in men it can cause loss of sex- 
ual function or impotence. 


Since any artery can be involved any- 


where in the body, it is pure hogwash to 
think that even a perfect mechanical 
heart will solve the arteriosclerosis prob- 
lem. A perfect mechanical heart in a 
body crippled by arteriosclerosis is not a 
m a g n i f i c e n t achievement. What is 
needed is a way to prevent arterioscle- 
rosis throughout the body, including the 
inner ear. 


When the arteries to the ear are in- 


volved, the small semicircular canals 
that help to control the body's balance 
don't function properly. These little bal- 
ance mechanisms normally send signals 
to the brain about your body position. 
Almost automatically the brain responds 
by adjusting muscles to maintain body 
balance. When the signal from the bal- 
ance mechanism is lost or impaired, a 
person is apt to stumble. 


It is difficult or impossible to do much 


about this problem. Preventing arte- 
riosclerosis is the best hope; Usually, one 
has to adjust his living habits to protect 
himself from falling. Devices to help 
with Walking are sometimes advisable. 
The bathroom deserves extra attention to 
provide ways of using the hands and 
arms to maintain balance. 


Special efforts should be made to elim- 


inate the possibility of falling. Many old- 
er people do fall in the bathroom and too 
often the end result is broken, brittle 
bones and a trip to the hospital.

juuna is that standards would have to be 
sot for the type of marijuana legalized 


He added that American marijuana is 


weak in comparison to such types as 
"Acapulco Gold" which is grown in Mex-

Legalization of marijuana might be 


considered, ho said, after penalties foi 
u.so have been cubed and after three or 
four years of study of the effects of the 
drug.

As the Lois Moore Branch of the Vol- 


unteer Bureau swings into action, one of 
its first responsibilities is to provide a 
training program for volunteer cooidlna- 
tors for schools. The branch office serves 
Palatine, Rolling Meadows, Inverness 
and unincorporated areas of Palatine 
Township 


The branch office will hold training 


sessions for volunteer coordinators Jan.

Education For GIs 


John B Naser, director of the Veter- 


ans Administration office in Chicago, to- 
day decribed ways that servicemen and 
veterans — expecially high school "drop- 
outs" — can continue their education. 


Naser said one of the ways 
was 


through the Prcdlscharge Education Pro- 
gram (PREP), which helps servicemen 
on active military duty earn high school 
diplomas or piepare for higher education 
or vocational training 


Another program provides tutorial as- 


sistance above the high school level for 
veterans 
and servicemen alike who 


study under the GI Bill This can be used 
to fulfill requirements for admission to 
schools of higher education or for re- 
fresher courses to enabl ea veteran to 
quaftfy for enrollment. 


Naser noted VA pays servicemen in 


PREP up to $175 monthly for the regular 
costs of tuition, fees, books and supplies, 
amount of the course. 


The serviceman receives a lump sum 


The actual amount is based on the actual 
payment when he enrolls in remedial, re- 
fresher, 
deficiency make-up or other 


courses required for educational pro- 
grams, above high school level. 


Naser explained that servicemen must 


have at least 181 consecutive days of ac- 
tive duty after Jan. 31, 1955, to be eli- 
gible for PREP, and pointed out that this 
benefit is not chargeable to GI Bill 
time earned during military service 


Naser urged servicemen Interested in 


PREP to discuss the program with their 
base education officers and, if courses 
are available, to obtain VA application 
Form 2lE-1990a. This should be com- 
pleted and returned to the base education 
officer of the VA office at P.O. Box 8136, 
Chicago 60660. 


Under the tutorial program, VA will 


pay up to $50 monthly in tutoring fees for 
a maximum of nine months to prevent 
eligible veterans- and servicemen from 
failing in a subject essential in courses of 
study. As in PREP, costs of tutorial ser- 
vice are not chargeable to veterans' 
educational eligibility, 


Veterans and servicemen interested in 


tutorial assistance were advised to get a 
VA application (Form 21E-1990T) from 
their school, base education officer, or 
the VA office at P.O. Box 8136, Chicago 
or the veteran may visit the office at 
2030 West Taylor in Chicago. When com- 
pleted it should be returned to the VA.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — Johnny Brown 


Is thr jolly black comedian of "Rowan 
and Martin's Laugh-In" who lays it on 
the line quickly: "I'm not on the show as 
n token black." 


Johnny's grin broke like a flash of sun- 


shine, 


"Equality is an individual achieve- 


ment," he said. "I've been in show busi- 
ness 19 years and I'm not a politician or 
an educator, I'm not a militant or a 
fighter for any cause except Johnny 
Brown " 


In clubs and on television Brown is 


funny. When he's not working he's a 
serious man building a career, too busy 
to be deeply Involved in race matters. 
His feelings may run deep, but he appar- 
ently believes the best way to ease racial 
tensions is to be personally successful, 


"I'll achieve more being happy and 


working hard than the guy who's saying, 
'Burn Whitey,' 


"THAT'S NOT MY BAG. I'm no sociol- 


ogist, I'm a comedian and I'm on 
'Laugh-In' because I do my job." 


Brown went on tour last summer with 


Rowan and Martin. After a few weeks he 
was given a raise. When Johnny stopped 
Dan Rowan to thank him, Rowan re- 
plied 


"Don't thank me. We're paying you 


more because you're worth it." 


Brown is secure enough in his talent to 


accept that. 


"To be a successful black comedian 


you've got to think white," he explained.
